Men on ſhoar at this Iſland, here being plenty of 

ood Fowls, rho? they taſte fiſhy , but there is no 
ſh Water on this Iſland nor Wood : Here we 
hceled our Ships and ſcraped them, and having lain 
here about a Week,-'much troubled that we were 
out of Attion, we called a Council, to adviſe what 
was beſt for us to' do : Wherein it was concluded, 
That we ſhould: forthwith fail from hence to rake 
a Town which lay $ deg, N. lat. named Trax, 
lying ten miles within Land from the water-fide :

They 
brought a Box along with them, wherein was about 
fixteen hundred Pieces of Eight in Gold and Silver 
to Fay for them ; but our Captain would not take 
a Fenny : Wherefore,upon the return of the Money, 
the Governor preſented our Captain-with a Dia- 
mond Ring worth fifty Pounds. 

We went out a Cruiſing the following Day with 
our Man of War Canoa, chaſed ſome Indians and 
made them forſake their Boat and get on ſhoar : 
, We thereupon took their Boat, with, all their Fur- 
niture to it. And that Boat ſerved afterwards to 

a Guard with our Canoa, when we ſent any 
on for Water or Cocoa-Nuts. 

The Governor's Boat on the 22d came on board 
us, and brought us ſome Cocoa Nuts, Potatoes and 
Chocalate, a piece of Plate and fix China Cups, 
A French Jeſuie being the mn Who taughc 
us to make Milk of the Cocoa-Nuts, by ſcraping 
of them,and purtjng Warer to them, and then ſquee- 
Zing them ; which will cauſe them to look like 
Milk, and receive a very pleaſant taite. - . ; 

Theſe Indians before we came, revolted from the 
Spaniards, and ſeeing us at firſt coming into the 
Road, did take us for the great Ship which comes 
from Acapulco, that carrieth always abundance of 
Silver for the Philippine Iflands, eſpecially to rhe 
City of Mdmiha, on the Ifland of Laconia, that be- 
ing the greateſt Place of Trade that the Spaniards 
have in all the Ea/t-Indies. This Ship in her out- 
ward-bound Voyage very ſeldom carries leſs than . 
1500 Souls,her failing Crew being 400 : The others 
they leave at the Ph:/ippine Iflands, to recruit their 
Plantations there z' and ſtrikes a preat Dread 
upon theſe Indians. This Ship hath ſeven —_

by reaſon he had Wars with the Indians , and our Ar.1684 
er ſpared them 4 Barrels of Powder, and www 
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'An.1684 but brings ſeven Ships Cargo from-Manilha to Aca- 
WYW pulco;, and ſhe always in her outward and home- 
ward-bound Voyage toucheth at this Ifland of Gzam 
for Wood , Water and freſh Proviſions. When 
we approached the Iſland, we ſtood in with Spanyſh 
Colours flying , and, at laſt, ſome of the Natives 
came off ro our Ships-fide, calling to us, Friends or 
not : Our Anſwer was, Friends: Then they came 
on board us, and brought us Potatoes, Monanoes, 
Cocoa Nuts and Plantans, ſelling them to us for old 
Nails and old Iron : But, they being —_—— 
we truſted them not, for we had always our ſmal 
Arms ready, and great Guns loaden with round Ball 
and Cartridges: Sometimes we ſhould have our Deck 
tull with thoſe Infidets ; but we were always _in 
Arms, having our- Swords and Piſtols by our ſides, 
with ſome Centinels ſtanding abaft betore them. 
However,having tarried here ſome time, we thought 
theſe Infidels had forgot our firſt ſaluting of them, 
10 that they came trequently on board, and we had 
tree Liberty to go aſhoar any where on the Iſland, 
not only by the Spaniards but alſo by the Indians, 
who invited ſome of our People to go a fiſhin 
with them with a Sean ; but irhad like to have co 
them very dear : For whilſt ſome of our Men were 
on ſhoar, and the Boat near the ſhoar with ten Men 
in her, theſe Infidels brought their Sean round the 
Boar, thinking thereby to draw both Men and Boar 
aſhoar. But our People that were in the Boat be- 
ng provided with Fire-Arms, let go in amongſt the 
thickeſt of them, and killed a great many ot their 
Number, while the others, ſeeing their Mates fall, 
run away : Our other Men which were on ſhoar 
meeting them, ſaluted them alſo by making holes 
in their Hides. We took our Boat immediatel 
thereupon, and went on board, moſt of our well 
Men being on ſhoar, and ſeeing many of theſe In- 
tadels Boats lie along our Ship's fide, did not know 
what 
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came from the Governor, with more Preſents for 
our Refreſhment. 

Theſe Indians are 2 People of a very large ſta- 
ture, ſome of them being ſeyen Foot and an half 
high ; they going ſtark naked, having nothing at all 
betore their private Parts. They never bury their 
dead, but let them lie in the Sun to purrihe and 
rot. They have no Arms but Launces amt Slings , 
the ſharp ends of their Launces are made with dead 
Mens Bones ; for, upon the deceaſe of a Perſon, his 
Bones make eight Launces ; of his Leg-Bones two, 
of his Thighs as many, and his Arms attord four 
which being cut like to a Scoop, and jagged like to 
the Teeth of a Saw or Eel-Spear, it a Man happen 
to be wounded with one of thoſe Launces; if he be 
not cured in ſeven days, he is a dead Man. We 
took four of theſe Infidels Priſoners, and brought 
them on board, binding their Hands behind them , 
but they had not been long there,when three of them 
leap'd over board into the Sea, ſwimming away 
from the Ship with their Hands tied behind them : 
However, we ſent the Boat after them, and found a 
{trong Man at the firſt Blow could not penetrate 
their Skins with 2 Cutlace : One of them had re- 
ceived, in my Judgment, 40 ſhots in his Body be- 
fore he died; and the latt of the three that was 
Kill'd, had twam a good Englith Mile firit, not only 
withhis Hands behind him, as betore, but alſo with 
his Arms pinion'd. 

Bur, to return again to the Spaniſh Governor's 
Kindneſs; he ſent us moreover, the ſucceeding days, 
by one of his Captains and an A/ferzs, thirty Hogs, 
ſome Pomkins, green Trade, Potatoes and Rice, as 2 
Preſent. And our Captain preſented him with fox 
imall Guns ; while moſt of the Men were in the 
mean time buke at work to rigg our Ship, heel, and 
icrape her. 2 When

Men ; but, as it fell our, were Boats which War ww 
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An.1685 When we had gone through with the foreſaid 
WY WV Work, we fell to watering our Ship , and while 


that was doing there came two Indians to our Peo- 
ple, who were bom at Manilha, under pretence to 

arrer with us; bur we ſecured ' them both, and 
they told us, that the major part of the Indians were 
run away to another Iſland 10 Leagues off, infinu- 
ating withal, the Weakneſs of the Spamards in this 
Ifland; and would have had us to cut them off, and 
plundered the Ifland of irs Riches. But our Captain 
would hear of no ſuch baſe Afton. 

We had not done watering of the Ship,when there 
came near 100 of theſe Indians about us with their 
Launces and Slings, and brought with them ſome 
Cocoa-Nuts: But our People- knowing their Trea- 
chery, fired about 2o Guns at them, not to hit them, 
which made them run away, and appear no more 
that Day. | 

The Month of March had quite ſpun out, before 
we had made an end of watering our Ship, and ſup- 
plied our ſelves with Cocoa-Nuts and other Neceſ: 
laries. But on the firſt of Apri/ we weighed our 
Anchor from the Bay, and ſtood oft along the ſhoar 
toward the Governor's Seat. And next day being 
come up with the Fort, we fired three Guns to ſalute 
it ; which the Governor anſwered again with three 
more. And on the 3d ſent his Captain on board 
with ſome Proviſions for our Commander : When 
we ſailed away from the liland, it bearing from-us 
at -= E, by N. diſtant 45 Miles. As it did at 
W. N. W. upon our firſt making of it, and appeard 
in this manner. 


Onthe 4th of Apri/ we fail'd W.by S, $$ Miles diſt. 
run from the Iſland, 1 33 Miles. And the day after 53 
Miles W. from thelſland 206 Miles : From 
which day I kept no conſtant Account, by reaſon 
we had Calms and little Winds : But when we had 
got to the length of St. Bartholomew's Rocks, we 
ped our Courſe W. N. W. There being half a 
Point variation to the Eaſtward, till we came in the 
lat. of 20 deg; 30 min. North, where we fell in with 
a parcel of lying to the Northward of Luco- 
nia; we failed between the 2d and the 3d of the 
Northermoſt of them. The 23d day of April, being 
Thurſday, we met with a very ſtrong Current, like 
the Race of Port/and, which would throw our Ship 
about and about.Diſtance ftromGuara to theſe Iſlands 
60 Lea or thereabours. At the 3d of the 
orthermoſt INands we ſent our Boat on ſhoar toger 
ſome Fiſh near it if we could, and to diſcover rhe 
Iſland ; where they found abundance of Nutmegs 
growing, but no People _= the Place. However, 
upon the approach of nig! t, they did nor ſtay long 
to go up within Land : They obſerved abun- 


dance of Rocks, Sands and foul Ground near the 
ſhoar, and ſaw a great many Goats upon the Iſland, 
but they brought bur very few on board. After we

the Clock, that Cape Bojadore bore from 


us Falt ; after which we came up with Cape Mix- 
dite, where we had rhe S. W. Monſoon, or con- 
trary Wind ; which made us ſteer away N. W. for 
Canton in Chin, where we lay and fiited our Ship: 
And whilſt we were here, there came 13 Sail of 
Tarters Ships thirher, out of which we might have 
Yaden ovr Ships with the Plurder of the belt Goods 
ot China; but our Men, being -under'-no Govern« 
pane; {4id;” Thar. they came tor Gold and Silver,

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and not to be made Pedlars to carry Packs at their 4.1585 
Backs : But alas had realon but ruled them, we WY 


might all have made our Fortunes, and have done 
-no Chriſtian Prince nor their SubjeQs any harm 
at all ; For theſe Goods the Tartars had taken 
about two Years before, from the Chine/ſes in a 
War they waged with them; and they had laid 
them up near Canton to be ſhip'd off as they ſaw - 
convenient, which they now did all of them with- 
out Moleſtation. 

We ſet fail from Canton for the City of Mu 
nilha, to wait for a Tartar Ship, which, we were 
informed, was laden one half with Silver ; but 
though we were ſo fortunate as to have the fight 
of her, yet ſhe out-ſailed us, . ſhe being clean and 
we as foul as wecould be ; However, we gave her 
chaſe a whole Day, though to no purpoſe. Here- 
upon we bore to ai Ifland near the North-end of 
Lucoma, till the Winds came up fair to carry us to 
the Southward, viz. to Bantam, which was our 
defigned Porr, we not knowing then that Bantam 
was taken from the Eng/ih by the Durch. Ar 
theſe Iſlands we got ſtore of Fruit, as Cacao-Nuts, 
and Guanas, and found one Indian at the Gout- 
land, who told us of an Iſland, which lay not 

r from us, where was abundance of Beeves. Thi- 
ther we haſted with our Boat and 3o Men, took 
it, and found the ſame to be a very plentiful Iſland, 
Inhabited by about a Thouſand People. However, 
our ſtay was not very long here, for the Wind com- 
ing upat N. E. before the middle of Sepremver, we 
ſailed away to the Southward, making our courſe 
S.S.W. till we came into the lat. of 10deg, North. 
Coming up with the Banks of Paragoa, we were 
infeſted in ſuch'a manner,that we thought we ſhould 
have loſt our Lives there, we ſailing amongſt them 
three Days together : But at length God was plea- 
ſed to bring us out of thoſe Dangers ; ſo that we

Tent, planting ten Guns for our Defence, in caſe of 
any on-ſet by the Natives. Here we laid up our 
Goods, and then went to ſeek out the Natives to 
Trade with them , but they were very much afraid 
of us, as having never ſeen any White-Men before : 
However,we came up with one of their Boats, which 
was full of Women, among whom was the Queen 
of the Country, and her Rerinue', who, when they 
ſaw our Completion, leap'd over-board into the 
Sea; but we got them out again, and made rhem 
more Friendly before we parted Company, for upon 
our offering Civility to them, they preſently grew 
fond of us: 
The Iſland of Borneo is very large,it being in ſhape 
- like an Oral, extending from 4 deg. South lat. to 9 
deg. North, and reaches in longitude 12 deg. This 
great Iſland is govern'd by one King, but formerly 
1t had Two, viz. the King of the North, and the 
King of the South; bur, in proceſs of time, he of 
the North was vanquiſhed by the other of the 
" South, by which means it was reduced to one en- 
tire Monarchy. The Land is plentifully ſtored with 
700d Food and rich Commodities, as Diamond 
| naked Camphire and fine Wood, as Speckle-w 
and Ebony. Cloves may be purchaſed here at a very 
reaſonable rate, they being brought hither from the 
adjacent Iſlands by ſtealth. The Beaſts of che Coun- 
try are large Elephants, Tigers, - Panthers, Leopards, 
Antilopes and wild Hogs, tho' the Natives eat no 
Hogs Fleſh, being all Mahometans , neitherdo they 
publickly drink any Wine, for it itſhould be diſcove.

The Year was now drawing to a cloſe, when we 
ſet fail from this ſimall 10nd, which lay near the 
North end'of Borneo(as aforeſaid)ſteeringaway S.W. 
for the Iſlands of Naturab, thoſe Iſlands lying in 
the lat. of 4 deg, North ; we found they were not 
much inhabited : They are a great Cluſter of them 
together. However,our ſtay there was but ſhorr, for 
we ſailed to the Iſle of Tymon, where finding the 
Ships Company Faftious, and not under Command 
of their Captain, my ſelf with Mr. Hi and 18 
Men more, joined our Forces ap, and bought 
a large Boar, with which we failed to the Iſland of 
Zava, it being diſtant 3oo Leagues, and near the 

treights of Sunda. We had the luck to come up - 
with our Ship againas alſoa Dutch Veſſel of whom 
enquiring for News, the Hollander told us, That 
Bantam had been long taken by the Dutch,from the

WY at Cheribon, we loſt a Day in_ the Month, and 
likewiſe a Day in the Week, for we reckon'd it 
was Saturday, when *twas Sunday,tho' we writ ev 
Day : This muſt come to paſs, by reaſon we ſailed 
by the way of the Weſt, whereas if we had ſailed 
by thatof the Eaſt,we had gained a Day, butgoi 
by way of the VVeſt, we loſt one z which ſhoul 
have made the leap Year one Day in four Year. 


An.1686 Afﬀter we had ſtaid at Cheribon,to refreſh our ſelves 
WYWV for ſome time, we thought to divide our 20 Men 
into three Parties ; two of which reſolved to fail to 
Bengal, and the third toſtay with me: We knowing 
Batavia was the likelieſt Place to tranſport our ſelves 
from, hired a Veſlel to us all from Cheribon to 
Batavia, where lies the Hollanders Magazine for 
India. We all arriv'd there ſafely, and were courte- 
oully received by Zobn Compaſe, the General , he 
promiſing me Pallage for my felt, Mr. Hi// and m 
other Friend, which was all my Party, the whic 


afterwards he generouſly performed. This City is 

very ſtrong, having a high Stone-VVall abour it, 

with four my Sun-Dials within itz in which is a 
[ 


very ſtrong Caſtle commanding the whole City, ha- 
ving a double Wall about it, and ſeveral Entrench- 
ments : They have a great Trade here by Shipping, 
* for all parts of China. The Inhabitants of Bataurs 
confiſting of more than one half ofThina Men,makes 
it a great Fattory. This Iſland of Zava hath one Em- 
youre who is Natural Lord of ir, and the adjacent 
flands; and under him are ſundry Kings and Princes, 
tho' they are all under Slavery to the Politick Hol- 
landers, they not daring to do any thing in War or 
Peace, without their peechy As to Matter of War, 
whether it was when the Dutch took Bantam from 
the Eng/iſh, I know not, but the Dutch got the Em- 
peror's Crown, as a Pawn for ſome Demand that

Now 
from Batavia the General was ſending 4 or 5 Ships 
of War, with Soldiers to get SatistaQtion for the 
Wrong done them ; which, it this Accident had not 
fallen our, as far as I could underſtand, thoſe Ships 
had been ſent to the Weſt Coaſt of Swmarre to 
Sillebar, where our Engliſh had a Fortreſs : There 
were then of us Engliſh at Batavia to the Number 
of Twenty, which would have adventured to S2//e- _ 
bar ,, but the Dutch would not it us to go 
thither, tho* we had bought a Sloop to carry us 
away,which they took not only from us, but would

UT to return to our longed-for Paſſage to 

Europe : We found two Ships in Batavia Road, 
which were bound for Holland , whereupon I and 
Mr. Hil! my other Conſort, imbarqued ; and as we 
were putting out of the Road ſaw our Ship, under 
the Command of Capt. Fobn Eaton, coming i

However, we held our Courſe, but finding the Wind 


oy ſharp, turned it down to Bantam, to take in 
Proviſions for our Voyage: When we had taken 
in ſome Cows, we ſteered away for Princes land, 
where we lay for a fair Wind three Weeks: But 
about the end of March, we ſet fail from thence 
with the Wind at N. W. and being without, we 
ſhaped our Courſe for Cape Buena Eſperanca, or 
the Cape of Good Hope, ſteering away W. S. W. ha- 
ving had a pleaſant Paſſage ; and on Tueſday the 
18th of May, we made the Land, call'd Pointe Pri- 


micra, 
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An.1686 mcra, _—_ from us N. W. diſtant 12 _— 
WV being a high flat Land with ſome ſmall Hammoc 


thereon; we had the Wind at NLE. being diſtant from 
the Cape 560 Miles, the Land trending away S. W. 
by W. I had made out in Longitude from Princes 
I/iand, 74 deg, and 4 min. we having had no Obſer- 
vation turday the 15th day, the Fiſh which 
came about our Ship near the Iſland of Mona the 
oth of March, left us now; when we judged our 
elves to be in the lat. of 32 deg. and 47 min. South. 
It was now the 18th of May, from whence to the 
19th, we had failed but 96 Miles z but obſerving 
next Day, we found by our latitude that we had a 
very ſtrong Current, that had driven our ny to 
the Southward, 34 Miles further than we judged 
our ſelves to be; for we thought we had been in the 
lat. of 33 deg. and 41 min. SR we found our 
ſelves in the lat. of 34 deg, and 15 min. South, our 
. Courſe, having been S. W. by W. 4o Miles. I ar- 
gued the Reaſon with the chief Mare of the Ship, 
and he told me, That it did once happen in this 
Place, that hoy tay a trie with three Main Sails, 
and the Wind at W. S. W. three days ; and when 
they took their Obſervation, they found the Ship 
driven to Wind-ward 200 Engliſh Miles, and like- 
wiſe in the lat of 36 deg. and 37 min. they ſay, that 
they often find the like : Sometime the Current ſer- 
ting to the Weſt-ward, and then to the Eaſtward, the 
Variation of the Compaſs of this Place is, as they 
tell me, 12 deg, Weſterly, we having had no ampli- 
titude fince the 7th day of May, and thenl found it 
to be 22 deg, It was inthe lat. of 28 deg.

found we were in lat. of 35 deg, 34 min. "Bur on 
the 29th at 12 a Clock, we went about, and findi 
the VVind veer to the VV.

Ship, that ſhe would not make her way better than 
N. by W. with this Sea : And to increaſe our Dif. 
ficulties, this Day we were brought to one Pint of 
Water a Man per Diem , our Water being but little 
in the Ship, and we fearing withal leaſt we ſhould 
loſe our allage about the Cape, thought to bear 
away for the Iſland of Mayors or Foarna, our Cap- 
tain at the ſame time being fick and lame with 
the Gour, and of whoſe Death ſome of us were 
not a little apprehenſive, and not without reaſon, 
for he did nor ſurvive that Night.

Gale, 
Amſterdam, call'd the Speredike , en about 
ight Hundred Tuns. 4 And next day the Wind 
continued at the ſame Point, we having done no- 
ing but caulking Work berween Decks, and clapt 
2 Fiſh to the Foremoſt, But the following twenty 
four Hours we had it- at N. — it blowing 
hard right into the Bay, with thick miſty Wea- 
ther, during which time we took up our Water 
Cask from out of the Main Hatch to the Floor, 
and cleared the Limbers amid Ships. Wedneſday 
the gth proved alſo to be miſty and Wea- 
ther, with the Wind at N. W. little Wind, when 
we began to take in our Water for our Voyage. 
The Wind continued at N. W. the ſucceeding Day, 
with the ſame Weatherand indeed the Fogg was as 
great as ſmall Rain. We had gotten in 36 Lig- 
gers of Water already, thinking this Day to ger all 
our Water on Board. But on Friday the Wind 
coming to S. E. a freſh Gale, we got up our Yards 
and Top-Maſts ; and the ſame Day came on Board 
of us ſome Porragweſe : They had been caſt away 
upon the Reef of Cape Sr. Zulran, and broughtalong 
with them a Parcel of very large fat Ship. Ar the 
ſame time the Ship, call'd the Burs of Amſter- 
dam, ſet ſail for Batavia, on the Ifland of Fava, 
and at their going oft gave us nine Guns. The 
Wind continued on Saturday the 12th atS. E. a 
freſh Gale ; when the Ship, call'd the Clover-blade 
of Delf, ſer ſail alſo for Batavia, and that we got 
in all our Water, and ſent our Boat aſhore tor 
Wood for our Voyage. Next Day the Wind 
came to N. W. thick foggy Weather, a freſh Gale ;

N | Monday the Fifth of April, in the Ar. 1680. 
Year 1680. I Landed at Golden-Iſlard WW 
with my Company, to the Number of 
Three Hundred and Thirty Men, with 
a full Deſign to go and Attack the Town of 
Santa Maria, & Place which the Indians inform'd 
us was very Rich, towards which we continu'd 
A a our

An. 1680. our March till towards two in the Afternoon of 
GYV the ſame day, when we came to an Indiar's Houſe, 
about which we ſtay'd all night, having nothing 
but the cold Earth for our Beds; and ſomewhat * 
' alſo diſcouraged with the going back of ſome of 
our Men, being tired with the March, or at leaſt- 
wiſe the apprehenſions of it. Next Morning by 
Sun-riling we reſumed our March and Deſign, be- 
ing guided by ſeveral Indians, ambng whom was 
therr-Emperor himſeft, as we cilted him, who the 
day before had ſeat ſome Men to advertiſe a Tri- 
butary (ſo we were infotmed) of his, that he had 
join'd ns; that, therefore he ſhould take carg of Pro- 
vilion and Lodging-for us againſt our Arrival. We 
Travelled all day up a ſteep Mountain, *till about 
three in the Afternoon we got over it, and came 
to an hollow ef Water, whereof. we all greedily 
drank ; from whence we Marched about fix Miles 
farther to a River, where we took up our Lodging 
under the Canopy of Heaven: 

On Wedneſday early in the Morning we ſet out - 
for King Galden-Cap's-Houſe, (for ſo the Buccaneers” 
called him, from a Wreath of Gold he uſually 
wore about his head) as they Dignified Dor An- 
dreas with the” Title of Emperor, and continued 
ovr Journey *till about four” in the Afternoon, 
when we were. met.by two Indians, with a quan- 
tity of Fruits which the King had ſent us (as a-Pre- 
ſent, and which we. received exceeding, kindly. 
We purſued our March for an hour Jonger; and 
then arrived at the King's Houſe, near unto which 
ſtood ſeveral others, where. we took up--qur 
Quarters, being Entertained by the Fing unſty, 
and all his People, with whatever the ntrey 
could afford. The Inhabitants for the moſt paft 
are very handſom, eſpecially the Female Sex, who 
are alſo exceeding loving and free tothe Embraces 
of Strangers. We found our Entertainment fo 


pood 
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good in this Place, that we tarried here all the 4+. 16%. 
next dayz part of which however we ſpent in WWW 
Conſulting how we ſhould get to Santa Maria un- 
difovered, and furniſh our ſelves with a ſufficient 
number of Canoes to carry our Men and their At- 
tendance down the River; For we were to have 
an hundred-and fifty J:4ians in our Company to 
go to the Wars, for which end they were Armed 
with Bows Arrows and Lances: Beſideswhom we 
were to be accompanied by the Emperor and King 
' with their Sons 1n Perſon. 

It was now the Niath Day in the” Morning, 
when after having taken our Breakfaſt, which con- 
ſiſted of ſuch Fruits as the Countrey afforded,” we 
ſet out and purſued our Journey along a very bad 
Path, which with our being neceſſitated xo wade 
the River between fifty and ſixty times, almoſt 
foundred our Men : However, | we ſtill kept on, 
'till at length we came to three large Indian Hows 
ſes that were of an extraordinary length; and here - 
we thoughr fir +5 take up our Quarters that night, 
where we found all things provided for us, not 
only for - the preſent, but alſs {me"ltore; and 
Canoes, by the fore-mentioned King's Direttion, 
as we underſtood afterwards. | | 

The following Day Light no ſooner appear'd, 
but we prepar'd for our Departure; at what time: 
Captain Fohn Coxon one of our Commanders, hap- 
ning to have ſome words with Captam Perer Har- 
1 another of onr Commanders, the former fired' 
his Gun upon him, which he was ready to return, 
when I interpoſed, and ght him to be quiet ; 
So that we proceeded on our Journey, but could 
not Jong continue 6, for we were neceſſitaced to 

rt Company ; the major part of whom was to 
March by Land, while :the reft went down the 
River in the Canoes which the Indians had provi- 
ded, but not in foch a number as to ſupply us

Ante 1680. all. The Emperor, and the King, as we term'd 
GYVY them, aſlign'd thoſe that went by Land, a Place 
of Meeting, while themſelves, I1and Captain Coxon 
with the Canoes padled all day down the Falls and 
Currents of the River, and at Night took up our 
Quarters upon a Green Bank by the River-ſide, 
where we had Wild Fowl and Plantanes for Su 
per: But our Beds were made upon the cold 
and our Coverings were the Heavens and Green 
Trees we found there, while our Party that went 
by Land had no better Lodging than our ſelves, 
and a much worſe Diet. 

The next appearance of day-light made us ſtep 
into our Canoes again, together with our Indian 
Conforts, when we put down the River with an 
intention to joyn our Party before Night : But we 
fell ſhort of our tions, and our caraeſt De- 
ſires, for our paſlage proved very bad, and we 
were forced to haul our Canoes over Trees that 

. unhappily lay croſs the River ; Tho our Labour, I 
mulſt ſgy; wasz Pleaſure to us, becauſe of that great 
unity” there was then amongſt us, all our hearts 
being fired with a general deſire to proceed to the 
end of our Land Expedition, that we might have 
the opportunity to ſee the fair South-Sea, what 
Croſſes or Troubles ſoever befel us. But always 
the longeſt Day has an end, and we thought fir 
before the cloſing in of the Night to take up our 
Lodging again upon a green Bank of the River, 
where our —- fr yam gg was a very good 
ſort of a Wild-Beaſt called a Warre, which is 
much like unto our Exgliſb Hog, and altogether as 
good, We found great ſtore of them in this part 
of the World : 1 obſerv'd that the Navels of theſe 
kinds of Animals grew upon their Backs. We 
reimbarked early the day following, purſued our 
Voyage without any difficulty at all, for we- found 
a clear River, and a pleaſant Days paſſage nk,

when about four in the Afcernoon we reach'd the Av. 166, 
place appointed for our Rendezvous with the fore- VV 
mentioned Land-Party, and where we thought to 
have met with them; but failing hereof, we grew 
very ſuſpicious of their ſafety. But the Empersr 
Commangded another Canoe to go up another Chan- 
nel of the River in ſearch of them, where they 
found them about an hour before Sun-ſet, brought 
back ſome of their Number to us, who gave us 
an account that the reſt of their Party was ſafe, 
and in good Health, and would joyn us -next 
Morning, and that the Irdians had been very Civil 
. to them. Accordiogly all our Party met on the 
13th, and we were not a little joyous to ſee 
one another ſo well. We tarried in the faid Place 
that whole dayito refreſh our ſelves, clear our 
Arms, and to ſet all things in a good poſture of 
defence, in caſe of any oppoſition from the Enemy ; 
For now we were informed by the Indian King, 
that it was but a day and a nights Journey to the 
Place whether we were bound ; whereat we were 
very joyful, and the Refreſhment we alſo receiv'd 
here by the Emperor's Care, in Commanding his 
People to bring us ſeveral Canoes Laden with 
| Warre, and Plantanes, did not a little contribute 
| to exhilarate our Spirits. 
Wedneſday the 144þ early, we Embark'd on 
Board our Canoes, which -in the whole amounted 
to near the number of Sixty, as our whole Party, 
comprehending the number of the Indians made up 
ſix hundred Men, whereof there were no more 
than an hundred and ſixty Chriſtians, the reſt be- 
ing Indians, with their Emperor (as we Eatituled 
him) to Command them. His Habit coanliſted 
only of a Mamtle, and another Cloath to hide his 
Nakedneſs, with an Exgi;ſh Hat upon his Head 3 
He was a very Old Man, and I could judge him to 
be no leſs than an hundred years of Age, As for 
| AAay3 the 
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A+ 1630. the King, his Garb was a long white Cotten Coat, 
WWV fringed at the bottom; about his Neck he wore a 
Belt of Tygers-Teeth; on his Head a Cap or Hat 
of beaten Gold; and in his Noſe, by way of Or- 
nament, he wore a golden Plate in form pretry 
much reſembling a Cockle-ſhell. Our Voyage was 
conginued not only that day, but all the Night al- 
ſo, when about two hours before day-light we 
Landed our Men within two Miles of the ſuppoſed 
Town, and lay ſtill in the Woods till the light 
appear'd, when we heard the Spaniard diſcharge 
his Watch at his Fort by beat of Drum, and a 
volley of Shot : Upon this the forlorn of'our Body 
began its March, the ſame being Commanded by 
Captain Richard Sawkins, where my ſelf was alſo 
in Perſon, gave the onſet, and about feven in the, 
Morning, fell in with the Enemy. - In about half an 
hours time we ſtormed their Fortification, and had 
the ſucceſs to take the Place before half of our 
Party came up with us. In this Bruſh we found 
we had killed and wounded about ſeventy Spa- 
#iards, whereas the damage on our fide was no 
more than the wounding of two Men only. How- 
ever we were very much banlk'd in our' Expe- 
Qations, in reſpet to the Town, for the ſame 
proved to be a little pitiful Place with Thatch'd . 
Houſes, and but one Churchyga it. And as for the 
Fort, it was only Stockadoes, being a Place built 
to hight the Indians in, tho? the ſame were very 
large, and at that time had three hundred and 
fifry Men therein. But whgt was worſe to us than 
any thing was, that we found- neither Riches to 
ſpeak of, nor yet as much ViRuals as would ſa- 
wusfic our Hunger for three or four days, of which 
our wearied Carcaſles at that time ftood in no 
Our Affairs ſtanding in this difficult State, we 
thought it adviſable on the 16th to hold a General 
Conſultation 
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Conſultation of. all our Commanders, in order -to 4». 1586, 
take a Reſolution which way it -were beſt for us WW 
to ſteer our Courſe: Some of the Company were 
for our ing on to the South-Sea, bur others 
were of Opinion 3t -were better we return'd back 
to the Ships again; -and of theſe Captain Fob 
Coxon was the Chief : Inſomuch that upon fiich a 
Conjunture (to perſwade him to go: with us) we 
were: neceſſitated to make him our General, moſt 
of us being very unwilling to break; our Party : 
Coxon ſeeming to be well ſatisfied hereupon, it was 
fully agreed on that we ſhould now dire&t our 
Courſe towards the City of Panama, and withal, , 
that Captain Richard Sawkins ſhould be diſpatch'd 
away before in'a Canoe to /way-lay the River, 
that ſo no body mizhe get thicher before us to 
carry any Intelligence of our coming; While we in 
the mean time ſtaid that night behind to prepare 
our ſelves to follow after as ſoon as: poſſibly we 
could ;' and alfo ſent twelve-of our Men to our 
Ships to acquaint them with our/Defign. 
Our Canoes being ficted up,-'a@d our ſelves 
ſtock'd with 'what Proviſion we couldget, in order 
to the proſecution of .our Enterprize, we Em» 
bark'd on the Seventeenth , and Raw'd down the 
River with the Tide of Ebb, which Ebbs and 
Flows there two Fathom up and down: Ir's very 
difficult co come into this River in the Night-time, 
becauſe the ſame is full of Banks, which at lows 
water are dry. However, having good Guides, we 
proceeded down the River 'tilt near twelve at 
night, with about thirty Priſoners with us, whom 
we took from the Spaniards, and put aſhore in 
this Place, in' order to get ſomewhat to drink, by 
reaſon the River 1s Salt a great 'way'/up: We came 
allo up at'this time with Captain Richard Sawkins, 
who told us of his misfortune, in not being able 
to overtake the Sparyh Governour that had

WYV with any enture, we hanPd up all our Ca- 
noes, filled our Water, and lay here all night, by 
reaſon the Wind blew ſomewhat hard. The night 
was very dark, and onr Canoes deep, for you 
muſt know this River is very wide below, and 
one great arm of it extends it ſelf to the Gold- 
Mines, as the Speniſb Captain inform'd us. But we 
loſt no time next Morning, but proceeded on our 
__ e, and Rowed over the Laguna, having ob- 
erv'd that there were two Places to go out at; 
whereof the one is not only ſomewhat narrower 
than the other, but alſo very deep, and runs with 
a very ſwift Current. About Eleven of the Clock 
we had a ſight of the fair South-Sea, and about 
two in the Afternoon came to a ſmall Iſland, where- 
on we fonnd two Spaniſh Indian Women, whom 
the Spaniſh Governour had turn'd aſhoar to lighten 
his Canoe, that he might make his Paſſage the 
better, as they informed us. Here it was that we 
refreſh'd* our ſelves till the Tide ſerv'd again, 
when we re-imbark'd in our Canoes, and paſſed 
over to\another Iſland that lay about two Leagues 
diſtant from us, where we arrived a little before 
Night, and found here two Canoes with ſome 
Bows and Arrows, which we broke to pieces, but 
the People we could not Teach, altho* we had 
hight of ſome of them. We lay this night upon this 

_ Iſland, which is a very pleaſant green place, has 

© excellent good water upon it, and ground fit for 

Anchorage near it ; and becauſe we would negle& 

nothing which we thought might tend to our ad- 

vantage, we at the ſame time ſent away Captain 

Richard Sawkins with one Canoe to ſee if poſſibly 

he could ferch up the Governour, and ſo to ſtay 

at Plantane Iſland for vs, which laſt he did ac- 
cordingly.

Monday the Nineteenth we put off from the 4s. 16%! 

Iſland, and had not been above half ati hour on our WW Ne 

way, when the Wind began to blow freſh out of 

the Sea, which occaſioned a very great Sea, by 

reaſon of a ſtrong tide of Ebb that runs out very 

ſwift, infomuch that we were in e ing great 

danger, to loſe both our Lives, and all our ſub- 

ſtance at one daſh: For one of our Canoes with 

ſeven French-men in it was over-ſet, and they had 

certainly periſh'd, had not good Providence and 

our endeavours to ſave them prov'd very ſucceſs- 

ful to them, ſo that we came off with the loG of 

ſome Arms only : But this danger was no ſooner 

over, than that there fell ſuch a terrible ſhower of 

Rain that forced us aſhoar upon a long Sandy 

Bay, where we made the beſt ſhifr we could to 

build us ſome few Hutts, and haul np our Canoes, 

and to take up our Quarters here for this night. 
Next Morning we turn'd qut betimes, and put 

forward on our paſſage with fair weather till to- 

wards the Afternoon, when it. began to blow we- 

ſterly, yet not ſo hard, but that we kept on our 

Courſe : About two we put aſhoar to ſee for ſome 

water to drink, and had the good luck for the pre- 

ſeat to find plenty of - it lying in the holes of the 

Rocks: This Iſland ſtands | of a round form, 

Rocky, and full of Sea-Fowls: But we made no 

long ſtay here, for about four we came to the 

Plantane-Iſland (for fo it's called) from whence, 

as we were now inform'd, the Span Governour 

before-mention'd was gone but the day before for 

| Panams ; which made us once more this Evening 

| ſend Captain Sawkins away in a Canoe to ſee if he 

could overtake him, tho* {till in vain; fo that he 

p return'd to us again: However, juſt as it began to 

be duskiſh, we had the Fortune to take a ſmall Veſ- 

ſel of thirty Tuns, with ſeveral People in her of 

different Nations, as Indians, Mullaroes, Negroes, _. 
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#, 1880. who npon our interrogating of them concernin 
WYV News, told us, They had heard none, for they 


had been ont of Panama fourteen Days. 
We took up our Lodging here this Night, ſome 
on Board and others on Shoar, and on Wedneſ: 
Morning went on board the Bark, our Prize, wi 
an hu and thirty Men, our Canoes being fo 
deep that we did not dareall to venture-in them, 
while the reſt of our Party made uſe of their Ca- 
noes ( the Gale proving fair) till about twelve a 
Clock, when we were forced to part by reaſon 
of a Calm that was ſomewhat croſs to us, now we 
had but little Proviſion and no Water, and we 
continued becalm'd all night : But our Canoes 
rowed away a-head with Captain Fohn Coxon, Ca 
Sawkins and Captain Harrs, to an Ifland cal 
Chepillo', ſtanding about two Leagues diſtant from 
the main Land. They found it to be an Iſland fur- 
niſhed with plenty of Proviſions, and fo intended 
to tarry there for us; but all Things did not fall 
out as well as they conld have wiſhed, for next 
Morning they had for their Breakfaſt a ſmall Fight 
with a Man of War's Bark, and that with-the loſs 
of one Man and five wounded, without having the 
Satisfaftion to know what Damage they had done 
the Spaniard: For the Wind blew both freſh and 
fair or | him, ſo that he got away: into Panama. 
However they took one Peragua which they found 
at Anchor before the -Ifland, and prefeatly pur 
fome Men on board her. 
On the 22d in the Morning my Men complained 
grievouſly for want of Water, 7 that I was forced 
to bear upand go to one of the Kings, alias Pearl- 
Iſlands, where 1 was informed by a Priſoner I had 
on board, That there was a new Brigantine juſt 
launched fit for my purpoſe. About eleven I got 
to the place, and happily finding his Words to be 
true, I preſeatly, with ſeven Men along-with me, 
went

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went on Shoar and took the Veſſel. From thenee Xs; 16th, 
1 went up to an Houſe I diſcovered, and findinz'tio WY W 


Body, ſearched the adjacent Wood, where I found 
a Woman and two Children, who were retired 
thither for fear of us: 1 brought the Woman, wh6 
was very young and handſome, to the Houſe 

with me, wherein I found a Caſe ortwoof Wines; 


' whereof I drank ſome, preſenting my Service to the 


Woman of the Houſe {for ſo ſhe really was) who 
return'd me Thanks, in her Lingua, which I un 
derſtood very well; but ſoon after I was yeta more 
pleaſing Gueſt to her, when ſhe und what 
Country-man I was. All our People by this time 
were come on Shoar, ſome of whom 1 imployed to 
dreſs Victuals for us, while others were to fit wp 
the new Bark, that we might make a way to find 
out the reſt of our Party. Our Bark was ready by 
Four in the Afternoon, our Water filled, and 
Wood and Proviſion taken in, and ſo we took our 
leave of this Iſland (having firſt bor'd an hole in 
our old Bark) and ſteered for the Iſle of _—_ in 
hopes to meet with our Friends there : But the 
Winds proving contrary, we were forced to an- 
chor at another Iſland that hes about a Leagues di- 
ſtance from the firſt, and to ſtay here all that 
Night. Some of our Men went oo Shoar in this 
lace to fee what they could find, but came all on 
rd again before it was dark , and informed us 
they could meet with nothing good, nor any thing in 
the Houſes (for the Inhabitants were all fled into 
the Woods) ſaving a few Fowls about them, where- 
of they made me a Preſent, as alſo of ſome ſmall 
pittances of Proviſion , wherewith 1 was not very 
well ſatished, and ſo having taken our Supper we 
fell to our ſerious Repoſe. 

Our Men went next Morning aſhoar again to fill 
fome Jars with Water, in order to proceed on our 
Voyage: It was Noon-tide before they had _ 

: an 
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An, 1086. and were all got on board, when we weigh'd An- 
WYV chor, and ſet- fail with the Wind at S. E. for Che- 


pile, which is not above five Leagues diſtance from 
the other Iſland : But it was dark before we could 
reach it, ſo that 1 was forced to ſend our Canoe 
with five Men aſhoar, to ſee if our Party was there 
or no. She return'd about eight at night, and 
inform'd me that they had been there, and by all 
the Signs imaginable were but newly gone, for 
their Fire was not yet out, and all the Houſes 


were burnt down to the Gronnd. Moreover, that . 


there were dead People lying on the Ground , 
- which made them conjeture our Men had had a 
Fight with 'the Spaniards : Upon this Information, 
and finding the Wind to be fair, I reſolved to 
ſtand for Panama, tho? all this while I could ſet no 
fight of our Party, I found all things to appear- 
ance very -ſtill and quiet in the Town, which 
made us judge it had been taken, tho' we were 
much miſtaken: However, by the time we came 
within a League of the Harbour, we deſcryed ſix 
Veſſels ſmall and great, but feeing no Men, we be- 
gan to be very doubtful of the Welfare of our 
People ; tho” after all we were reſolved to clap the 
Ships on board : But as we were httingaqur ſelves 
for the ſaid adventure, we deſcryed a ſingle Canoe 
come from them towards us; which' proved to be 
one of our own (for that indeed was the Signal be- 
tween us) and alſo when ſhe came up informed us 
of the _—_— they had had the Day before 
with three 
and whom through the Divine Aſſiſtance they 
overcame with the loſs only of eleven Men killed 
and thirty four wounded (among whom was Captain 
Harris who died two Days after) out of two hun- 
dred or thereabouts ; whereas on the Enemy's fide 
there were not half a dozen that eſcaped whole, the 
relt being either killed or wounded, or _ 
urnt 


il of Ships manned with 280 Men, ' 
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burnt with the Powder : Their General was killed A. 16kx 


in the firſt Fight, their Vice-Admiral run 
manfully to the Town, only with the loſs of 

all his Men; and the Rear-Admiral was taken 
by Captain Sawkins, on board of whom there was 
not a Man left unhurt ; the Commander, whoſe 
Name was Don Franciſco Peralto, was indeed ali 
but moſt ſadly ſcalded. 1 had no ſooner joi 
our Men, but they recounted to me all their Ad- 
venture at large, during our four Days Separa-

I had alſo the Satisfattion to confer with Don Pe- 
ralro concerning many Things, who among diver? 
other remarkable Paſſages, as it came in by way of 
Diſcourſe, told me of two ſtrange Comets that 
had been ſcen the Year before, viz. 1679. at Quits, 
which is a great City in the Kingdom of Pers, and 
appear'd in this Form.

I alfo recounted my ſmall Adventures, while ab- 
ſent, to my Company, wherewith we were mu- 
tually fatished ; and having good ſtore of Wine on 


board, w2 cheared up our Hearts for ww 
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A158. and then having ſet our Centinels ,  betook our 
WYVV ſelves to our Repoſe for that Night. 
. But there was: ndt ſo mnch Jollity and ſeeming 
ity between us the Evening before, than 
that next day there aroſe as much Confuſion and 
ftrong Conteſts among the Men, whether we ſhould 
return back to our Ships, or contiuue any longer 
time in the South-Seas; - however it did not laſt 
long, for all the Commanders except bne, with 
the major part of the Men, were reſolved to ſtay 
and try their Fortunes here for a time: But Captain 
Exon with about Fifty more 'with him, which 1 
think will not much redound to his Honour, left 
{ us this Ni to go over-land homewards; and 
not only ſo, but left alſo about Twenty of his 
| wounded Men behind , which was the greateſt 
Cauſe of our ſtaying here to get them well again ; 
And had we been all of his Mind, not only theſe 
but fourteen more under the ſame Circumſtances, 
who had ſo bravely demeaned themſelves 1n this 
Conflict, muſt have alſo periſhed. Coxox not con- 
tent with going off as dorefiid, and 'morcover to 
carry the beſt of our Doctors and Medicines with 
him, would have tempted others to do the like 
with him, and particularly my ſelf who could not 
hear of ſo dirty and inhuman an Aion, without 
Deteſtation. Coxon having thus relinquiſh'd his 
Charge and our Company , we made” choice of 
Captain Richard Siwkins to fu ; him as our 
Commander in Chief, on boar whom I went 
on Monday the 26th of April, to acquaint him 1 
was niinded to go with my Cempany to an Iſland 
that lay about three Leagues from us, in order to 
ſee what was become of ſome Men whom we had 
ſent thither the day before ; and fo much the ra- 
ther, that underſtanding there was a ſmall Town 
wpon the ſaid Place, and they not returning ac-

cording to Order, 1 had reaſon to donbt 'of their 
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Safety, He -readily agreed. to-my Motion ,. we 4; 160hy 
failed away, but happening to meet with our Peo- wyyy 


ple half way on their return, 1 ceſolved to go back 
to the Ships; while the Wind in the meantime 
dying away, I was becalmed and forced to come 
to an Anchor until the Breeze came: My Canoe 
went on board the great Ship, and ſtayed there 
till it was almoſt Night, when the other deſcrying 
a Ship in the Offen, ſhe hoiſted ſome Men on 
board the ſmall Bark to go and look after her. In 
the interim my Canoe made a Sign to me, and I 
preſently weighed, ſtood to Sea, and got ſight of 
the Bark, and failing better than the other Ship, 
came up with him firſt and haled him. He anſwer- 
ing from Lima, I bid him ſtrike, fo clapt them on 
board and centred ſome Men; but I NO OCCa- 
ſion to put my ſelf to that Trouble, for he had ao 
Arms to defend himſelf with, ſave only Rapiers : 
However I found him an uſcful Prize, having a 
matter of 1400 Jars of Wine and Brandy on board, 
beſides ſeveral more of Vinegar , a conſiderable 
quantity of Powder, and fome Shot which came 
very luckily, for we had almoſt ſpent all our Am- 
munition. I am not to forget that there were alſo 
in the Veſſel Fifty thouſand pieces of Eight, with 
Sweet Meats and other Things, that were v 

grateful to our diſſatisfied Minds. The Bark that 
came along with me, return'd the ſame Night to 
carry the good News to the reſt of our Friends, 
but I was forctd to. anchor without all Night, be- 
cauſe the Wind did not ſerve to bring me in.: How- 
ever we weigh'd next Morning, and io joined our 
Ships that lay under two little Iſlands which form'd 
the Harbour, one whereot 15 called Perico, but I 
never heard any Name for the other. Here we be- 
gan to take in Proviſion of Flower, for as yet we 
could get no Meat, and when we had furniſhed 


- our ſelves with about 1200 Packs, .we careen'd

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{#: 1580. four Sail, one of them being almoſt laden with 


fraall Barks. The biggeſt of our Ships was Three 
Hundred Tuns, we two more of about One 
Hundred each, beſides the two Barks, and one we 
gave the Priſoners to carry them aſhore. 
From this rw we ſet Sail on the 29th of April, 
for the Iſle of Tavoga, where we intended fully to 
nip our Ships, fill our Water, cut our Wood, 
provide our ſelves with ſuch other Neceſlaries 
as might be convenient for ſo long a Voyage to 
undertake. During our ſtay here, the Spaniards 
came to Trade with us from the Town, to whom 
we ſold in Wine and Brandy, to the Value of Three 
Thouſand Pieces of Eight : But not to forget our 
main Buſineſs, while we lay in the Offen, we 


hereupon I in my finall Bark, EE CEE 
Cook, with his _—_ weighed to give him es 
the ſame was done by the Admiral Canoe ; but we 
Sailing beſt, it was my _ Fortune to come up 
with Fim firſt, and haled him, who made anſwer 
he was from Paita, and his lading Flower ; where- 
upon I immediately clapt him on Board, entered 
ſome Men, and return 
Ships again. There being got to an Anchor, I 
fold ſome Flower to the m_—_ and fitted this 
Ship for my ſelf, for 1 like

not paſt a Day or two after, that we diſcovered 
er Sail, to whom we gave Chaſe, and not- 
withſtanding all our Diligence to come up with 
her, ſhe was got almoſt into the Town, and had 
certainly Eſcaped, had not the Wind luckily died 
away, and ſhe been becalmed ; which was no ſooner 
obſerved by us, but we ſent out a ſmall Bark with 
Eight Oars, that was in our Company, who 
quickly rowed in under her Guns, and fetch'd her

The following Day 1 met with Captain Cook, 
and on the 27th late at Night, according to the Re- 
folutios we had taken, we were all got to Quibss 
and going my felf next Morning on board the great 
Ship, I demanded of the whole Party what 
intended to do':: Hereupon ſonte of them anſiw 
they would Ly back over-Land, white others faid- 
they would follow me in my Adventures, of which 
number there. were ah hundred and. forty ſtx-5 
whereas the other were about ſevetty: in all,-to 
whom I gave therh 4 Veſſel for ther Tranſports» 
tion. This Iſland of Qaibo (where 'we furniſhed

Having continued here for about ten Days, 
burnt the Ship I was in; and gone on board the 
great one, on Sunday the ſixth of June we failed 
away with a deſign to viſit *the Ifles of Gallapalo, 
that are a parcel of Iſlands ag tader the Equator. 
We had variety of Winds. aad Weather, and no- 
thing otherwiſe remarkable till the 17th at Six in 
- the Morning .we made Land, and the ſame Day 
anchored about 5, in the middle of the Ifle of 
Gorgons , againſt a ſmall River of freſh Water 
wherewith it is very plentifully ſtored. The Iſland 
it ſelf is about five Miles in length, at the Sonth- 
weſt whereof ſtands another ſmaller one (where 
there is alſo good Water) and without the ſame 
ſtands a ſmall Rock, but the Anchoring is within 
Piſtol-ſhot of the Shoar in 25, 20 or 15 Fathom- 
water, clear Ground, but you muſt be ſure to-come 
into no - Shoal-water , then you have but 
eight or ten Fathom, becauſe it ebbs and flows very 
much at N. E. and S. W. We found italſo by Ex- 
perience to be a good Road for Carecning. But 
the Place is much incommoded with Rains from 
the Month of April to Auga#, and we could meet 
with no- other RefrehmSes but Cones, Oyſters, 
a"fort of Fowl which we call Cariſoes, and ſome 
Turtle, wherewith its pretty well ſtored. - The 
Air is temperate, aud the Iſland it felf is very rich 
with Pearl, which the Spaniards get with little 
trouble out of their Oyſters, and this we experi- 
mented during our ſtay here : There are more- 
over a great number of * Whales on this Coaſt. 
Before our departure among other Things,” we fit- 
ted our ſelves with Bomkins (as'we call them) to 
carry our .

N Sunday Fuly 25th we ſet ſail from the Iſle 
of Gorgons with the Wind at Welt, to the 
Southward with our Star-boards Tacks on board ; 
we made the beſt of our way till Wedneſday, wheg 
we had much Rain and but little Wind at W&.W, 
and ſtanding into the Shoar made the _ of 
Galle, which is about two or three 
and by Jo t two from the Main : —_ 
high, bat fall of ſinall Hills , at the South-w 
end whereof ; bo another ſmall Iſland ; but very 
low and rugged , where lives three Families 6f 
Spaniards. e continued our Courſe to the one 
and thirtieth, when in the Afternoon we made 
Land again, which proved to be a Point of Man- 
np As 1 Spaniards call it, lying S. S. W. 
the Ile of Gafo at about ten Leagues diſtance 
low Land, and ſteep to the Shoar, for we ſtood . 
very - near aad find no Ground with about 
20 Fathom of Line, fo that at 6 inthe Evening 
wt qe rei and ſtood off to Sea. - By the 
oe we made Land again which

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As. 1680. cloſe under Cape Paſſade 'or Paſbao, which is a 
WYWV bold Shoar and ſteep to the Cape, with all white 


Cliffs to the North-end, indifferent high and crag- 
gy, but ſmooth; w the Southwards whereal Lande 
a little Harbour, a matter of half a Mile broad. 
Next Day we reached to the Southwards as far as 
Monte Chriſto, which is about 10 Leagues. Its in 
form ſomewhat like unto a Sugar-loaf, but a little 
ſquarer at the top, under which we had the fight of 
a ſmallVillage called by the Spaniards Manta,but ſet- 
tled by Ind, intermixt with ſome white People, 
and ſtanding five Leagues North of the Cape. By 
the 13th we came to an Anchor at the Iſle of Plate, 
(which*we had diſcovered the: Day before) when 
we met with the Fellow that waited on us in a 
ſmaller Ship our Conſort: Here we weat aſhoar 
and fougd great plenty of Goats, which we drove 
_ and caught ſome alive, but others we kil» 
led and falted, and found them very refreſhing to 
us, as were alſo the great ſtore of Turtle we met 
with in this Place. The ifland it ſelf. is pretty 
high and level at the top bur barren, and there is no 
Water-to be got there, ſave out of one very ſmall 
Spring that iſſles from a Clift not worth menti+ 
oning, becauſe we could not fill above 20 Gallons 
in a Day; the ſaid Spring ſtands near the Anchor- 
ing-place at the N. E. fide, where we dropt our 
Anchor within a Cables length of the Shoar in 
fourteen Fathom-water, for farther off you cannot 
do it, by reaſon that the Bank is ſteep, and your 
Anchors will not hold : This is that Iſland where 
Sir Francis Drake ſhared his Mony. From this Day 
forward to the 17th nothing memorable hapned to 
us, when ſomewhat to our Surprize we ſaw the 
Ile of Plate again bearing 'N. E. at Lage di- 
ſtance from us, and the Wind being at $. W. we 
ſtood along the Shoar, while the- Coaſt with 's 
ſtrong Nerthern Current cauſed us to fall ih _ 
| 
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be Ildand beyond our expeRation. We weather'd 4s. 1680, 
(ape Helena on the 25th in the Morning, but on WWW 


preceding Evening took a Spaniſh Bark with 
forty odd Men in her: The Commander of the Ve 
ſel (which was fitted out on purpoſe to go ſee for 
us) was called Don Thomas Orgundonnuy , and- had 
been formerly Governor of Gzayaquif. Upon the 
Examigatiog of our Priſoners , they told us they 
had taken a Bark of ours with ſeven Men in her, 
and killed them all fave one: We had three Men 
wounded in the Ingagement with them, whereof 
one whoſe Name "was Robert Montgomery died on 
the 8th of September following: On the 26th we 
made Point Camboss, which is high Land with 
white Clifts ; next Day ſtood in to the Shoar, and 
had the Misfortune in putting our Ship aſtays to 
back aboard of our Conſort, and ſtave him in his 
upper Work : We bulg'd the ſmaller Veſſel the 
following Morning, whea we had taken all that was 
valuable out of her, and weather'd Cape Blarico on 
the 29th : The fame conſiſts of high Clifrs,, white 
cy Sqn de wagpanmnhgere - by Waret 
ro within thirty Leagues, an Spaniards 
wa). , when they =; > Land are forced 
to. make uſe of Horſes to carry ſome along with 
them. 

By the firſt Day of September we fetcht to Wind- 
ward of Paite bearing from us N. E. at 3 Leagues 
diſtance, the ſame being a craggy- Ridge and mar- 
ly Ground, but barrea: On the ſecond we faw a 
Ship to Windward of us, which we could not come 
up with till wo Days after, we made- bold with 
what he had for our purpoſe, and underſtanding 
by him he was come from Gueyequil,, and bound for 
Lima , and that at the former Place there were 
ſome Men of War lay ready to put out after us _ 
upon the firſt News of our being near, we put 
off from the Shoar as much as we could, and met 
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Fx. 1680. with nothing worth our noting from hence to the 
one and twentieth, when being come to the Lati- 
tude of 19d. 55 m. we ſaw the ellaneck Clouds, 
the Eaſtermoſt whereof, to our Judgment, was 
ſeemingly ten Foot long, and the Welſtermoſt 
round like a Hat. 


CHAP. IV. 


Their Voyage continued. They deſery Land. 
Obſervations of the Climate, They are in want 
o Water, and after ſeveral Attempts land «t 

ort Ely or Hilo, &c. Sail for Coquimbo. 
Land, and take la Serena and burn it. 


ROM this time forward to the 17th of Offe- 
ber there was,nothing occur'd but bare Sail- 
ing ; but then abott 7 in the Morning we made 
the Land, and kept plying along the Coaſt South- 
wards the next Day : But this Clime is fo much 
ven to Fogs in the Morning, that a Man cannot 
ce Land unleſs you be within two or three Leagues 
of it, neither does it ever Rain in theſe Parts; 
Yet a mighty Dew falls that makes the Vales very 
fruitful, for I found they produced all forts of. 
Fruits, and as good Corn as in England, beſides 
abundance of Wine' which they make here alſo. 
However we made Port Ely on the 22d, found the 
Land to be high, and a ſmooth Ridge with a Ga 
jn the middle. There is moreover a ſinall Hi 
juſt to the Southward of the River, beſides which 
may be ſecn three or four little ories, under the 
ſmooth Land by the Water-fide, but you muſt be 
near the Shoar before you can raiſe them. -.

our Men only to look Canoes till our pag 
turn, or ſome Signal made = us for them to come 
up to us, which was agreed to be a Fire or Smoak. 
Theſe Orders being ing given, and my ſelf diſcerning 
alarge Path, marched on with my Men, yet had nor 
advanced above a Mile when I eſpyed an Horſeman 
who was their Look-out itanding upon an adjacent 
Hill; whereat being no whit diſcouraged we 
moved forward, but * had not got in all above five 
_ when 1 eſpyed above ſixty Horſe and Foot 
_— up in Battalia ready to give us Battle : But 
ed them little, and jogged on, till we 
rams up cloſe with them, and then with little Re- 
ſiſtance pa yielded us the Priviledge of filling our 
cutting our Wood; and not content 
with that , we made alſo bold to refreſh our Men 
with the good Wine,, Oyl and variety of other 
Proviſions  wherewith we tound this Place to be 
lentifully ſtored, during a ſtay of about ſix Days. 
ext Morning our Ship came to an Anchor in 
fourteen Fathom Water and a very . Good Road, 
for the Bay lies two Leagues deep within a Point 
of Land : However that we might not have the 
Jollity we exerciſed here far wh, altogerher nniater- 
rupted, the ge before our departure we were 
in a manner ſurprized with the approach of a 
Body of three hundred:of the Enemies Horſe that 
came to fight us; But notwithſtanding the inequa- 
lity of the number, we having then but Eighty Mea 
on Shoar, we gave them their Bellies full on'r, 
and on the firſt of November got. all aboard without 


any Damage. - 


How - 


brought 
Battle; tho" in a ſhort time they left us Maſters of 
the Field ; but in revenge of their Treachery, I 
ſent threeſcore Men up the Valley, who burat 
both the Houſe, Canes, and whatever elſe be- 
longed to the faid Work, in a-very ſhort time : 
With which the Spaniards ſeemed to be fo pro- 
voked, that we were attacked next Day by a Body 
of three hundred Horſe, who endeavouring to ſur- 
round our Men, they retired to the adjacent Roc 
and made all the Reſiſtance that was neceſlary ti 
the Night approach'd, when being apprehenſive of 
greater num of the Enemy, they ſilently re- 
re in the Dark of the Night, and got fafely 
off. | 

On Wedneſday the third of November we ſer Sail 
from Port Hil bound to the Southwards, and pur- 
faed our Voyage for ſeveral Days without” an 
remarkable Occurrence till — December 2 

, when having an hard Gale at S. and obſerving'our 
ſelves to be in the Lat. of 30d. 28 m. $. and our 
Courſe Eaſt, we made Land about five in the Morn- 
ing that ſeemed to be high and barren, then ſtood 
in for the Harbour of Coquimboe, which this proved 
to be, to get Wood and Water, whereof we had 
now but very little left on board. 

Next Morning an Hour before Day-light, we 
landed five and thirty of our Men, who marched 
for the Town of la Serena; but we had not ad- 
vanced above a League or ſome ſuch Buſineſs, when 
we were attack'd by a Body of 240 of the Ene- 
mies Horſe ; whom we vigorouſly repulſed, and 
having cleared the Field of them, we thought con- 
venient to make a Halt till the reſt of our Party 
came 
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came up with us, which they did about an Hour As. 16% 
after; and then moving on conragronfly together WY W 
we reach'd the Towq about Eight, with an hun- 
dred 'Men. It's' a large Place, being about three 
_u__— & a Mile exery way; 3 man Sch with 
all ſorts of Engliſh Fruit, as alfo w ine, 
Oyl and Copper, in great ts cri 
delightful living here. q 
ow the Inhabirunts. of the Towa finding our 
ſmall Arms a little too ſtrang for them, entirely 
left it to us to refreſh our ſelves, and next Morn- 
ing held a Conſultation with the Governor about 
the Redemption of ir: There was a way made on 
e for each Party to advance, he coming qn 
with three Men in this Company, and 1 met him 
with twa: His Party alfo conſiſted of about five 
hundred Men, whereas ming did.not amouar to 
CO —_ — 
to an Agreement for 100000 Pieces 0 _ 1 
the treacherous Spaniard faliifyin his Word, in 
revenge thereof we took care to ſer Fire to every 
Houſe in the Town, that. it might be wholly re- 
duced to Aſhes, bur firſt ſecured what Plunder we 
could, wherewith, as we were retiring to our Ships, 
we. were way-laid by a Body of the Enemies Horſe, 
which for all that we routed and gor fafe to our 
Ship , without the lok& of a Man, 'only we had 
one wounded in the Body but not mortally. But 
we had like to have met with a very great Misfor- 
zune during our abſence, for the Spamiards, by an 
unuſtal Stratagem, had- like to have, burnt our 
Ship, which was actually ſer on FireFby them ; 
however our Men by their Addreſs and zood Fer- 
rune ſoon efpyed and extinguiſh'd it,

Water, and hoiſted one of our to take ic 
in, ſuppoliag the ſame had beea a Sail; and,about 
the ſame tune we ſeat two of our Canoes to Land 
to ſee if we could get a Priſoner ; -0ne whereof re- 
tura'd on the 25th, telling us, They could ſee no 
People at all : But the other, oa the, Day follow- 
ing, brought us four Priſoners, whereof two were 
white Men and the other ladians, who gave us In- 
formation of ſeveral Things, telling us of ſeveral 
Towns there, ſuch as Arice, Chamo and Peks. 

In purſuance to the Intelligence we received 
from our Priſogers, we formed a Deliga to attack 
the Town of Aric« ; ia conſequence whereof on 
Friday the 28th pretty carly ia the Morning, we 
put from our Ship which we left lyiag off at Sea 
with an hundred Men, got next Day under the 
Shoar, from whence at Night we put away, and on 
the 3oth at 6 in the Morning landed our Men a- 
bout two Leagues to the Southwards of the Town. 
From thence we had not advanced quize to the , 
Town, but we were aſlaulted vigorouſly by the 
Fnemy, who came powring upon us in very great 
Numbers: However we ſtood ſtoutly to-it, gave 
them ſeveral Repulſes, and made a great Slavgher 
among them, inſomuch that we poſſeſt our ſelves 
once of the greateſt part of the Town, and took 
abundance of Priſogers. But their Fort being 
ſtrong and ſtill holding out, and their Numbers 
increaſing every moment, and we our ſelves by 
this time having lolt 28 Men, whereof Waeling our 
Captain was one, belides 17 wounded, we thought 
it our beſt way to retire to our Boats again, 
which we did almoſt through inſuperable Diffi- 
cukies. And I hope it will not beeſteemeda Va- 

nity 
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An. 1680. nity in me to ſay, that I was mighty helpful to fa+ 
WVV cilitate this Retreat, which brought my Men to 
recolle& a better Temper, and uhanimouſly upon 
our getting to our Ship, to reſtore me to my 
Command again. 

Our Entertainment in this Place was ſo very 
bad, that being no ways incouraged 'to make a 
longer ſtay, we failed away on the 31ſt, and no- 
thing for the whole next Month till the 13th of 
March that was memorable occurred in our Voy- 
age, but then we arrived at the Port of Guaſco 
about 4 in the Afternoon, at the South-ſide where- 
of ſtands three or four Rocks of a good bigneſs : 
And that we might not loſe time this very Night 
we landed threeſcore Men, and going up 1ato the 
Country about 6 Miles, lay till the Morning ia a 
Church-yard, when we weat down into the River, 
; filled us ſome Water, and got on board about an 
hundred Sheep. We did the fame alſo the ſuc- 
ceeding Days, wherein we not only ſtocked our 
ſelves with Water bur alſo found good ſtore of 
Meat, Wine and Fruit fit for our turn, which you 
may be ſure we made bold with ; And indeed we 
found no Body to hinder us, for the People were 

all fled upon our approach. 
An. 1681. - Having ſtay'd here no longer than our Conve- 
GY V niency required, we ſteered off again on the 1 5th, 
and continued our Courſe to the 27th, when we 
made Land, which proved to be Mara de Samboe, 
ſituate twelve Leagues to the Northward of the 
Town of Arica, and next Morning we landed our 
Men at Port Ely, that lies about five Miles diſtant 
from the Southern Point, and took the Village of 
Hilo, where we heard News of our Men that were 
taken at Arica, they ſatisfying of us that they were 
all very well. Next Morning we ſtood off ro Sea, 
and made the beſt of our way till Monday the 
25th of April, when in the Latitude of 8d. 10 m. 
we 
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we came to an Iſland, called Iſle de Cane, where I 4. 1681, 
went 6a Shoar to ſee if I could anchor there ; It Www 
appears round TG the ſight, and level at top, but 
not very high: Here is a good Anchoring-place 
from the $. E. end to the Northward ; where we 
made no long ſtay, but failing on for ſeveral Days 
arrived at laſt May 7th, at a imall Rocky Iſland on 
our Starboard-ſide, where my ſelf next Day left 
the Ship and went with two Canoes with four and 
twenty Men 1n them, to ſee if I could find any 
People upon the Place , which was called Chira. 
I had the Fortune to take three Indian Men and 
eight Women, and towards Evening our Ship 
came up, on board of which I ſent for more Men 
to guard our Priſoners. From hence at 12 at night 
I went to a Place called Reffo, in order to take 
two ſmall Veſſels we had diſcovered to be there, 
which I ſucceſsfully performed before Morning , 
when I return'd on board: Two Days after I went 
with 24 Mea to ſeize a _ of Carpenters who 
I underſtood were a building of two great Ships at 
a Place called Di/penſa ; we took them in the Morn- 
ing ia their very with what other Neceſſaries . 
we could find there, .and we were ſo much the 4 
more glad at this Adventure by how we had great 
need of ſuch ſort of Arrtificers, as alſo Tools and 
Iron-work. But we had the Mortification next Day c 
to have one of our Canoes, that was a little too 
deeply laden with Iron-work, to fink, whereby 
one of our Men, whoſe Name was John Alexander, 
was drowned. 
After a ſtay of ſeveral Days in this Place, we 
weigh'd 6n Thurſday the 26th, and fell down the 
Lagwne with our Ship, which we had now takea 
down to one Deck, haviag firſt turn'd our Priſo- 
ners aſhoar: Next Day we drove down as far as 
the Iſle of Cavallo, where we had one of our Men, 
whoſe Name was Fatobus Markos a Dutch-man, 
Cc rug 
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An. 1681. run away to the Spaniards. By the ſecond of 
WYV June we were got a-breaſt of the Bay of Snakes, 
where we found a Beef-Eſtanza t a Mile from 
the Sea-fide, whither its a Da from the 
Town of Nicoya, and at what time we examined 
our Priſoners, who telling us we were deſcry'd to 
the Eaſtward, made us alter our Deſign and ſtand 
agother Courſe. 
” On the Fifth we ſaw the Iſle of Canes bearing 
S. E. from us, where we lay by to the Eaſt there- 
of, being incommoded with much Rain, but next 
Morning we failed for the Gulph of Dolce, which 
is 19 Leagues diſtance to the Eaſtward: Its indif- 
ferent high Land , with ſeveral high Rocks lying 
off the Shoar a littl2 way, from whence we an- 
-chored about a Mile, ſtood in on the 7th in the 
Morning, when we ſeat away our Canoe to ſee for 
a Place to lay our Ship on ſhoar, but without Suc- 
ceſs. However we weighed the Day following, 
and failed about three or four Leagues farther into 
the Gulph, where our Canoe came on board with 
one Indian-man and two Boys whom ſhe had taken 
Priſoners, who informed us of divers Things con- 
cerning the Spaniards, that very much manifeſted 
their Hatred of us. With the [rdians we made a 
Peace, who thereupon came both Men, Women 
and Children, in great Cluſters on board, brought 
us Hony and Plantains, and promiſed not only their 
Harbour for our uſe at any time, but withal that 
we ſhould always have their Aſſiſtance for our Se- 
curity, for which we kindly thanked them. 

We built us an Houſe here on the Ninth to put 
our Proviſions in, and at the ſame time got ſome 
Tallow on ſhoar, and cut Grafs to heat our Grav- 
ing. Here we tarried till the”28th, by which time 
we had made an end of careening our Ship, and 
were ready to fail for. the EquinoQtial from this 
Gulpho Dolce, which 1 Signified with the Name of

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King Charlers Harbour, and whereof before my: Av. 1681. 


departure, take this ſhort Account. Its a-moſt 
excellent Harbour and moſt: ſecure from all'the 
Winds that blow, the Water is deep and a bold 
Place., there being no Danger but what you can 
ſee: Here we found very good Water, and great 
plenty of Fiſh, Oyſters and Muſcles, with very 
good Plantains: On the North-fide there is a good 
anchoring Place from 25, 20 to 14 Fathom-water 
cloſe to the Shoar, and low Land ; and on the S. E. 
end ſtands a pretty Iſland about two Miles long, 
and of an indifferent height, whoſe entrance is on 
the N. W. fide thereof. About fix Miles off ſtands 
a Point of Land which I called Point Borrica, off 
of which lies an indifferent big Iſland and high. 
The Harbour it ſelf lying in North and South 
about four Leagues, and the W. N. W. andeE.S.E. 
part, in about ſix.

W*® departed June 29th from Golpho Dolce, 
deſigning for the Iſle,.of Plate , or Sir. 
Francis Drake's Iiland, and on the 8th of Fay abouc 
ſix in the Afternoon fetcht in with Cape St. Fran- 
ciſco, plied ſtill next Day to the Southwards, and 
on the 1oth, the Wind being at S. W. eſpyed a 
Sail at & in the Morning which we chaſed all Day, 
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4. 1681. and about $ at Night took het. She came from 
WY” 6 | —_ was bound for Panama, being loaden 
wi -Nuts , with which (they being much 
for our turn ) we made bold, then turn'd our 
Prize looſe with all the People. We tarried ſome 
Days at the River of San Tiago to take in Water, 
during which time we thought fit to ſhare our 
Booty , which amounted to 234 Pieces of Eight a 
Man ; then continued our Voyage, and by Tueſday 
the 16th fell in 6 Leagues to Leeward of Cape 
Paſſao, and next Morning eſpying a Sail to the E. 
S. E. we gave her Chaſe, came up with her about 
Ten and took her, the ſame proving to be an Ad- 
vice-boat from Panama, wherein was no. Booty, 
and whoſe Company told us many Things as News 
which we our ſelves moſtly knew to be falſe. How- 
ever two Days after, we lighted on a Ship whoſe 
Cargo made us amends for the Deficiency of the 
other, the ſame being come from Lima, and laden 
with the very uſeful Commodities of Wine , 
Brandy, &c. out of which we took about five hun- 
dred and fifty Jars: In this Veſſel we took alſo 
a Prize of the Lady call'd Donna Foanna Conſtanta, 
about 18 Years of Age, Wife to Don John —— 
and the beautifulleſt Creature that my Eyes ever 

beheld in the South Seas. 
On Wedneſday Aug. 3d. we weighed and ſtood to 
Sea, weather'd Cape Paſſao next Day, made Monte 
Chriſto and the Town of Manta on the 6th, wea- 
thered Cape Sr. Laxrence on the 11th, and an- 
chored next Morning at the Iſle of Plate, where 
we ſent about ten Hands aſhoar to ſee and get us 
ſome Goats; but they found them fo very ſhy that 
they could not take above half a ſcore. We left this 
Place next DayÞlying to the Southwards,weather'd 
Cape Blanco on the 24th about four Leagues to the 
S. E. where there is a ſmall Hill of Land that 
makes like an Iſland ; but whether it be io or no, I 
know 
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know not. We arrived at Pairs on the-28th, and 4s. 1681, 
atrempted to Land there with our Men, but durſt TW 


not, the whole Place being ia Arms, aad ready to 
receive us. 
The remainder of this, and the whole Month of 
September, with part of Oftober, being ſpent pure- 
ly ia Sailing, without any other Occurrences than 
Storms, Calms, and the like, which we do not 
think worth while the mentioning 5 We at laſt, 
on Oftober the 12th, being Wednoſtay Morning by 
break of Day, fell 1a with a parcel of Iſlands, that 
were very high and craggy, the tops whereot were 
barren, and full of Snow ; whereat we were ſome- 
what concern'd, by reaſon' we made the Place fo 
unexpectedly : But the reaſon hereof was the Cur- 
rent which deceiv'd us, -no leſs than 120 Leagues 
in our Meridional diſtance : We being Strangers, 
and having no opportunity to try the Currents 
but by our Land-fall, we judged the fame to ſer 
from the Lat. of 3o d. S. to the Streights of Ma- 
ellan S. E. in the Lat. of 52d. 15 m. S. Abong 
even we came to a Commodious Harbour that 
was Land-lock'd, where we Anchored in 44 Fa- 
thom-warter ; but here we loſt our Anchor at a 
flat Rock, and in our coming in, had the Misfor- 
tune to have a Man drop out of our Sprit-fail- 
top, whom we took up again, but Dead, where 
we bury'd him aſhoar, his Name being Henry 
Sberrall. 

Burt tho* this Harbour is fo ſecure from all 
Winds, yet it is ſubje& to great flaws of the 
Mountains, ſo that good Cables aad Anchors are 
requiſite here, where we thought fit to ground our 
Ship, and unhaag our Rudder, by reaſon of our 
Cables breaking : We met with good freſh Wa- 
ter,” and ſtore of wild Fowl here, to ſay nothin 
of the quantity of Muſſels, Limpids, &c. which 
our Canoe brought us, as ſhe did alſo an Indizr 

CC 3 Boy, 
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An. 1681. Boy, whom ſhe took (while ſeveral others eſcaped) 
WYWV and brought on Board, but we could not un- 
derſtand a Word he faid, . only by Signs we could 
apprehend fo much as that there was more People 
in the Lagune. 

All that I could do, could not induce theſe Peo- 
ple to come and Traffick with us; fo that we bare 
away on the.5th of Nevember, and nothing me- 
morable fell out to the 12th, when we ſtruck two 
Fowls with our Fiſh-gigg, that were half Fiſh, 
half Fowl; for they had two fore Fins like a Tur- 
tle, and were belly'd like a Shark. Five Days af- 
ter we deſcry'd two Iflands of Ice, which were 
near two Longyee ia Circumference, and of a 
great height, for we were cloſe to the ſide of one 


of them to ſee if they were Ice or no, and found 
it really fo, as it was alſo exceeding Cold, and very 
Snowy Weather. 

We were by this time come to a ſhort Allow- 
ance, and you may be ſure it was not like-to 
mend with us, as long as we were qut at Sea, 


which laſted for many Days ; for tho* we ſaw ſome 
Land-fowl upon the 21ſt, yet we did not come up 
with any for many Days after; and nothing oc- 
curred in our Paſſage, beſides the Death of a Ne- 

o-Boy we had on Board, who had both his Legs 

itten off with Cold, till Chriſtmas-Day ; When to 
Solemnize that Feſtival as well as we could, we 
cat the only Hog we had lefr, drank ſome Jars 
of Wine, and made our ſelves as merry as we 
were able, which I did the rather that my Men might 
not -mutiny. I ſhall ſay nothing of the variable 
Winds, Tornadoes, and other inconveniences we 
laboured under from time to time, nor yet of the 
Porpoiſes, Grampuſſes, Dolphins, and huge Whales 
we met with, of which I am not able to give a 
particular Deſcription, as I would, no more than 
of the vaſt Albicores we ſaw, whereof ane that we 


caught 
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caught weighed 140 Pounds. Neither do I know any 4. 168: 
thing of an Enchanted Iſland ſome of our Compayy WWW 


have talked off to have ſeen in this Voyage. How- 
ever, I cannot paſs over remarking the Death of one 
of our Men, whoſe Name was William Stephens, a 
Corniſh Man, Fanuary the 15th, and who 'was ob- 
ſerved, after his eating of three Manchaneel Ap- 
les at King Charles's Harbour, to waſte awa 

ſSracgely, till at length he was become a 
Skeleton. To conclude therefore the whole, I ſhall 
only tell you, That. after I had Sailed near 60 d. 
S. Lat. and-as far, if not farther, than any before 
me; I arrived on the- 3oth of January at Nevis, 
_— whence in ſome time I got paſſage for Eng- 
land.

CHAP. I. 


They Sail in the Sweepſtakes, Firſt for the Ie 
. of May. Acegunt of Cape St. George. Of 
Hare and Pengwin Iſlands. They arrive at 
Port Deſire, with Direttions to know it. The 
Tides there and other Remarkables, Of Lemair 
and bis Diſcoveries. | 


| $660. N the Year '1669g. being Saturday, September 
wa the 26th, we ſer Sail from the road in His 

Majeſty's Ship the Sweepſtakes ; having the 

Batchellor Pink, Captain Humphrey Hlemming 
Commander to be our Canfort, and continued our 
Courſe to the Southwards, without any remarkable 
Occurrences till the 28th of- Ofober in the Mora- 
ing. When we ſaw the Ifle of May, which bore 
S. by W. from-us, and hauled in for the Road, 
Anchoring in Eleven'Fathom Water, and Sandy 
Fog WOT | Ground 
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Ground ; but the Place afforded us neither Wood A. 1665; 
nor freſh Water, fo that next Day we thought fit WWW 


to bear away for St. Fago, which we found to be 
better ſtored with Water and Proviſions, but al- 
moſt as ſcarce in Wood as the other. From hence 
on the 5th of November, we ſet Sail with a fair 
Gale, dire&ing our Courſe Southward for Cape St. 
George, otherwiſe by the Spaniards called Ca 
Blanco, from the WhiteneGs thereof : For whea 
Sun. ſhines upon it in the Morning, it appears 
White ; whereas towards Evening, it ſeems to be 
of a quite contrary Colour : On the 2oth, it be- 
ing haſty foggy Weather, we laſt our Conſort 
the Baxchellor Pink, but the Weather clearing u 
by Eight next Morning we ſaw Land, bearing © 
four Leagues diſtance, and the fame proved to be 
Pengwin lflands : But we _ unacquainted with 
the and having no Obſervation, made the 
faid Iſland inſtead of the formentioned Cape, for 
ſuppoſing the fame to have been the Cape, we 
ſtood to the Southwards, and expected to fall in 
with Port Deſire, which is about Ten Leagues to 
the Southwards of Cape St. George, and was ſo 
named by that Excelleat Perſon Mr. Themas Ca- 
vendiſh. We went within two or three Leagues of 
the Shoar, in five and twenty Fathom Water, but 
not finding the Port, at Night we brought too, 
and lay of and on all the ſucceeding Night : We 
found our ſelves on, the 22d to be in the Latitude 
of 48 d. 20 m. and Southward of the Part, and 
that Evening came to an Anchor in a fair Sandy 
Bay, which we took to be the Bay of Seals; at 
the North-Ead whereof ſtands a Rocky Ifland full 
of Seals, and therefore denominated fo fram them. 
The next Day we ſtood to the Northwards, to 
look for Port Deſire, 'and I went in our Pinnace 
cloſe. along a great Bay ; at the South-End of 
Rh lies Sex] Ihund,: pu (his Joop Bay Mop et 
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"Up. 166g. the North, to the Northward whereof, lies alſo a 
"WYV ſmall Rocky Iſland : The Seals are very plentiful 


here, of which we killd feur hundred for our 
Food. About a Mile and an half farther up lies 
another Iſland, which is much frequented by a fort 
of Fowl which are called Shaggs, that live moſtly 
upon Fiſh, whereof we killed a great many young 
ones, and found them to be very good Meat. A- 
bout the ſame diſtance, yet farther up cloſe to the 
South-ſhoar, ſtands another fine Iſland about three 
Miles in length, which by reaſon of the great 
numbers of Hares we found thereon, we named 
Hare-Iſland ; We killed Nine of them in one Day, 
found them much larger than our Erghſhb Hares, 
ſome of them weighing twenty Pounds apiece : 
When they were Hnated they ran into Holes in 
the Ground, like unto our Coneys : This Iſland 
is the beſt Ground about the Harbour, the reſt of 
the Land being rocky, uneven and barren, and 
the Ground gravelly, without any Wood or 
Water. 

On Thurſday the 24th, fair Weather, we weigh- 
ed and ſtood to the Northward with our Ship, 
and I went along the Shoar in our Pinnace, and 
croſs'd over a great deep Bay, called Spicings Bay, 
' Where there lie ſome Rocky Iſlands, as in Pengwin- 
Iſland ; on which as ſoon as we Landed, we ſet a 
Tar Barrel on fire, to give our Men notice on 
Board that it was the Iſland we looked for ; And 
all we had to know it by were the Pengwins we 
faw there, being fo very numerous, that it was 
impoſſible to count them. We knock'd them down 
with Sticks, found them to be abont the bigneſs 
of a Gooſe, but they could neither fly nor go very 
faſt : They have no Wings but ſmall Stumps 
wherewith they ſwim, and get their Food out of 
the Sea. We return'd in the Evening on Board our 
Ship, and Anchored in the Bay of Port Deſire, 
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in 16 Fathom Water, weighed two Days after, 
and went in with our Ship into the faid Har- 
bour. | 

Port pt lies in the Lat. of 47 d. 3o m. Sonth, 
into which a Ship may enter at any time of the 
Tide, if the Wind be fair, for there is'Water e- 
nough at low Water ; and at three quarters 'Ebb, 
you may ſee all the Dangers going in, ' or at quar- 
ter Flood : But I would not adviſe any /Man'to go 
in till he has viewed the Harbour at low Water, 
for then he will ſee the Danger very plain, and 
then you may have a Mark upon the Land to go 
in. As you come from the Northward from Cape 
Blanco , and go along the Shoar to the North 
of Cape Deſire, there lie a ledge of Rocks, that 
raiſe themſelves up a good height above the Water, 
and are about a League's diſtance from the Shoar, 
beſides ſeveral Breaches more. On the South-ſide 
of the Bay ſtands Pengain-Ifland, and five 'or (fox 
{maller ones: In the Northern part of the Bay is 
Port-Deſire Harbour, which at the entrance thereof 


'has a ſpired Rock on the South-fide much like unto 


a Steeple or Watch-Tower, which is a very good 
Mark,the ſame ſtanding on the South-ſide going in, 
about half a Mile from the Sea-ſide, and much 
about the ſame diſtance from the River. As we 
rid in the Port the ſpired Rock boreS. E. the fame 
being ſhut in with a parcel of blue Rocks. 

And now I am ſpeaking of this Port, give me 
leave to ſay ſomewhat concerning the Ebbing and 
Flowing of the Tide here : Its high Warer at 
twelve a Clock, upon the full and change of the 
Moon, and at Spring-tide it'ebbs and flows about 
three Fathoms right up and down, and the Tide 
runs exceeding ſtrong. The Harbour's month is 
indeed but narrow, being at the entrance of it not 
above Musket-ſhot over, and affords but very lit- 
tle Wood or Water: The Land is dry and _ 
but

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. + 1669. but. - here is plenty of Winnackews or Spaniſh 
WYV Sheep, ny tape yg as our Engliſh Deer and 


wild; you have alſo ſome Hares and Oſtridges 
but they are Bog 4 beſides Ducks, Curboes, 
Black- , White-Breaſts, and great Blue- 
Ducks, which laſt are not very ſhy: To fay no- 
thing of the plenty of Seals we met with upon one 
ofthe Iſlands of this Port, which we made good uſe 
of, as we did of the large Muſcles and Limpets we 
took. Upon one of the Iſlands in this Harbour, 
which we called by the Name of Lemaires Iſland, 
we- found a Poſt ereted, whereon was nailed a 
Sheet of Lead, and in an hole of the Poſt we found 
a Tin-Box with a Writing in it, but ſo much de- 
cay'd that we could not read it : But on the Lead 
was ſtampt an Inſcription in Dutch, importing, 
That one Lemair a Dutchman ſet out from Horn 
with a Ship named the Unity of Horn and a Yacht, 
had arrived at this Harbour on the 2d of December 
in the Year 1615. from whence he departed on the 
oth of Fanugry Lllowing, with the Vniry alone (as 
the Lead makes mention; ) what he did with the 
Yacht I know not, but I ſuppoſe he brake her u 
for we found ſome Sheathing-boards on the Iſland : 
He fell in with the Streights of Magellan Far. 20th, 
and four Days after fell in with that which now 
bears. his Name, being that ſame Perſon who firſt 
diſcovered Terra del Fogua to be an Iſland. 

From the fore-mentioned Iſland the River is 
navigable for Boats to go up eight or nine Miles, 
the River above the Iſland running away S. W. b 
W. a Mile or more in breadth, and continues ſo 
about the ſpace af a League, when it begins to be 
very narrow with very high, ſteep, Rocky Clifts 
with many ſmall Iflands or Rocks, the Land on 
both ſides up being very Barren and Rocky. 

The Captain-Lieutenant and my Self with nine 
Men more, wet, up the River as far as ws cola; 

ut 
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but found no freſh Water, neither could we ſee 4x. 266 
any ſign of People : However on the North-fide &VW 
we met with two ſmall Pools of freſh Water,theone 

bearing from the Place where werid with our Ship 

N,. W. about half a Bow-ſhot from the Water- 

ſide, but the other was N. N. E. about half a Mile 

off,. and is the beſt Water being a Spring. Here 

it was that Mr. Thomas Cavendiſh and a Man and a 

Boy were wounded with Arrows by the Porago- 

nians, who are the Salvages of the Country, I 
obſerved that the Tide in this Harbour ran very 

ſtrong, and therefore it muſt conſequently be a 

bad Port in Winter when the Ice comes down the | 
River, which is narrow, and a Storm blows at 

Weſt, which is very common, and a Tide of Ebb 

under Foot, beſides the inconvenieacy of the ſcar- 

city of Wood. However on the South-ſfide, about 

two Miles and a half from the Harbour's Mouth 

betwixt the Iſland and the Main, there is a very 
cofhmodious Oazy Creek where a Ship maylye 

aſhoar very well without any Danger; but in caſe 

you ſhonld be forced by Eaſterly Winds with a 

Tide of Flood, ſo as that you cannot bring the 

Ship up with your Anchor, you muſt of neceſlity 

run into this Creek; but you muſt have a care to 

avoid a Rock that lies in the fair way leading to 

the Creek, and is covered at half Tide. 
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CHAP. IL. 


They depart for Port St. Julian, but make ſome 
Remarks F the Penguins and Seals, how 
to kill them. Some Hiſtorical Obſervations of 
Port St. Julian: Diret#ions to find and ſail 
wnto it. Some of the Natives diſcovered. 
Of the Salt Lake. Of the Salvager's Diet, 
Apparel, &c. Of the Climate and Country, 
with the Fowls and Animals thereaf, particu« 
larly, the Wyanaquez, Huffer, &c. 


Efore our departure from hence, our Captain 
took poſſeſſion of the Country for the uſe of 

His Majeſty of Great Britain, as I ſhall alſo inſiſt 
very curſorily upon a few Obſervations: We have 
already mentioned thoſe Birds called Penguins to 
be about the bigneſs of Geeſe ; but upon ſecond 
Thou to call them Fowls 1 think improper, 
becauſe they have neither Feathers nor Wings, 
but only two Fins or Flaps, wherewith they are 
helped to ſwim (as before-noted). Whea they are 
on Shoar they walk upright; ang I underſtood 
their Breeding-time was at. the end of Seprember or 
beginning of the ſucceeding Month, at what time 
you may catch as many of them (they are {© very 
numerous ) as will victaal a Navy-Royal: Their 
Eggs are ſomewhat leſs than thoſe of Geeſe, ſome 
of whom lay one, others two, and ſome three , 
but never exceed that. number. Their Neſts are 
ready made for them by Nature on the Rocks and 
Sands, from whence zi our return to Port Deſire, 
we gathered about 10c000 of the Eggs,ſome where- 
of we kept in our Ship four Months very youu 
Their 
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Their Fleſh alſo is well taſted, and will keep in 4v. 165g 
WS 


Salt very good for four Months. 

We have. alſo mentioned the great number of 
Seals found here, the ſame being a great Creature 
that feedeth in the Sea, and ſwims like a Fiſh, but 
in ſimilitude is like a Beaſt; they take their reſt, 
ſleep and bring forth their Young on the Shoar , 
and I think they may for all that be called Fiſh : 
Some of them are as big as the largeſt Horſes, and 
will keep good in Salt ſeveral Months. The In- 
ſtrument wherewith to kill theſe Penguins and 
Seals is a good ſhort Truncheon, mA 
ſort of Seals are not fo eaſily diſpatched ; for tho? 
you have ſhot them through the Head with a Muſ- 
ket, they will find two Men half an hours work 
to kill them out-right ; However you may go as 
near them as you pleaſe, for they have no _ 
for themſelves. 


March 25th we ſet fail from Port Deſire, and 4v. 169% 
by the ſeventh of the following Month entred into WWW 


the Port of Sr. Julian, with a Detign to ſtay there by 
reaſon that Winter was already come, and that ic 
was adjudged more convenient for us to take the 
beginning of the Year to paſs through the Streighrs 
of Magellan : Now this Port was ſo named by Fer- 
dinando Magellana a Portugueſe, Anno 1520. who by 
reaſon of ſome Diſcontent or Difference with Dor 
Emanuel his Prince, left his Native Country and 
went for Spain, where he was entertained by the 
Emperor Charles V. for the diſcovery of a Paſſage 
this way for the Mollxcca-Iflands, which he effe- 
Qed through theſe Streights that were call'd ac- 
nog to his Name. In this Iſland it was, that he 
hanged John Carthagena the Biſhop of Burg his 
Couſin, who was joined in Commiſſion with him, 
as alſo four Men more for Mutiny, but the Prieſt 
he turned aſhoar; and himſelf was afterwards kil- 
led by the Natives of Mollucca.

and beheading of one Mr. Thomas Doughty for com- 
paſſing his Death, and defigning to return with the 
Ship into. England. The Iſland in this Harbour, 
where he was executed and buried, was called by 
the Name of the Iſle of true Fuftice by Sir Francis, 
whoentred this Harbour on the 2oth of Jane 1572. 
where he had the Misfortune to have two of his 
Men flain by the Natives ( who were buried on 
the now-mentianed Iſland, and whoſe Graves and 
c__ we found) and himſelf very narrowly 
E , 

It will not be impertinent in this Place to give 
ſome Directions to find and enter into this Port, for 
the Benefit of thoſe that may come after ; and there- 
fore you are to obſerve that when you are come 


« to the Northwards of Cape St. George, or Port 
fl 


Deſire ; that the firſt high Land you ſee, will 
be in the Latitude of 48d. 40 m. S. which is the 
Latituge of the Harbour, where the high Land 
ends, between which and the low Land you go 
into the Harbour : But if you fall in with the Land 
to the Southward part of the Harbour, you will 
find it to be low from the Harbour to the Lat. of 
5o d. 20 m. the ſame being flat without Ham- 
mocks or Woods, and nothing but ſteep white 
Clifts to the Seaward. Having made the Harbour 
you may. come to an Anchor before it in 7, $, 9, 
or 10 Fathom Water ; but at the Mouth thereof 
lies a Beachy Bar, which at high Water has four 
Fathom, but at low, four Foot of Water only. 

In order to your Sailing in over this Bar, ſeveral 
Things may be obſerved ; but ſurely the beſt wa 
is to ſound and buoy the Channel, , for I ſuppoſe 
the Bay alters with the raging of Storms : Be ſure 
to keep the Rocky Point on the North-weſt fide, 
as alſo certain White Spots: or an In-land =

both which, when you find them one in another, Ar. 1670. 

you may adventure to run in and out; and for a "WW 

ſure' Mark to kiow when you are on the Bar, 

there is at the Nortli-Eaſt about a Mile and an halt 

from the Harbours Mouth, in the Bay, certain 

White Clifts, that ſeem as ſo many Iſlands. Now 

when the middle of theſe Clifts, and a faddle in 

the Land behind them are both ia one, you are 

then on the Bar. When you are palt over" it, 

keep in the fair Way till about a Mile and an halt 

up, when you may Anchor in fix or ſeven Fathom 

Water ; but the beſt Place to Moor in, is between 

the Iſle of true Juſtice, and the other Iſland which 

lies near it : However, the Tides in this Harbour 

are ſometimes very uncertain, for if the Wind is 

Southerly, the Neap Tides will riſe as high as the 

Spring ones. p 
We continued ſeveral Days in this Port, before 

we could ſee any of the Natives ; but on the 12th 

of April, my ſelf, the Boat-ſwain, and two Men 

more went up to the top of an Hill at Eaſt, which 

is the higheſt between Cape St. George, and the 

Streights of Mavellan, where I had the Curioſity 

to lagrave my Name, and call'd the Place Mount- 

w:od : From hence to the Northward I diſcovered 

a great Lake, ſeeming as if it were an Harbour, 

which made me deſirous to go and ſee it, in order 

to: which we advanced about two Miles forwards 

towards it 5 when looking about me, I perceived 

ſomewhat to have a Motion behind a Buſh, which 

| ſuppoſed to be one of that Country Sheep, or a 

Deer, and made me move towards it to Shoot it : 

But I found the ſame to be a Man, and one of the 

Natives of the Country, who perceiving I had diſ- 

covered him, ſtood up and removed a little turther 

off behind an Hill, where he was met by Six more 

with their Bows and Arrows, which made me 

D d think 
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An« 1670. think it moſt adviſable to return for that time to 
GYV the Ship, which 1 did accordingly, being followed 
by the Natives at a diſtance for abont two Mil 
when I found the Sun was ſer, and that yet 1 
Six more to get to the Ship. 

I went aſhoar in Company with the Lieutenant, 
and Ten Men more upon the 20th, and made to 
the fame Place, where I had diſcovered the People 
before, in Expeftation to ſee more of them, but 
could not : However, by the Lake ſide I ſaw the 
Footſteps both of Men and Children, and now I 
have mentioned this Lake again ; I cannot but ob- 
ſerve that we found it to be a Salt one, wherein 
were many thouſand Tuns of Salt, and from whence 
we fetch'd at ſeveral times to the quantity of Ten 
Tuns, which was of extraordinary uſe to us in the 
falcting of Seals and Penguins : This Salt is corned 
by the Sun in the Summer Seaſon, wherefore- May 
the 15th, we imployed Fifty of our Men to heap 
up together a great quantity of it, leaſt the Rain 
ſhould fall and diſſolve it in the Pond whereia it 
tay; and where we found the Water was all gone, 
leaving the Salt as white as Snow, very plain and 
even as any Flower could be, and hard. This 
Lake I paced over, and found it to be four Thou- 
fand Paces broad, which is about two Engliſh Miles 
and an half, and in length about ten Miles, and 
the Salt all over about four Inches thick ; ſo that 
by my Computation at that time it might contain 
a matter of 100000 Tuns of Salt; howevyer, we 
were not much the better for that which we had 
heaped together, as aforeſaid, for going three 
Days after to fetch ſome of it off, we could not 
hnd as much of it as would fill an Egg-ſhell, 
which was ſo much the more admirable, ſince there 
had no Rain fallen in the mean time to diſſolve 
it.

From hence forward, 1 conld ſee none of the Av. 1550»

but met ſeven Savages, who came running down 
the Hill to us, making ſeveral Signs for us to go 
back again with much Raving and Noiſe, # d 
not offer to draw their Arrows : But one of them, 
who was an Old Man, came nearer to us than the 
reſt, and made alſo Signs we ſhould depart ; to 
whom | threw a Knife, a Bottle of Brandy, and 2 
Neckcloth, in order to pacific him; But ſeeing him 
perſiſt in the ſame Signs as before, and thar the 
Savageneſs of the People ſeemed to be lncorrigible, 
we returned on again. 

As far as I could obſerve by theſe People, they 
have no. Houſes nor Habitation, but wander from 
Place to Place to ſeek their. Food, which conſiſts 
moſtly in Seals and Limpids, with ſome Fowls and 
Deer. Having ſpent the Day in the ſaid manner, 
they return at Night, and fix themſelves behind 
ſome Buſh, where they make a ſmall Fire, I f 
poſe on purpoſe, becauſe they ſhould nor be dif- 
covered afar off by Night; and they lie upon 
the cold Earth, without any other Canopy but 
Heaven. 

As for the Apparel of theſe Savages, they have 
no other, bur Mantles made of Deer-Skins ſewed 
together, wherein they wrap themſelves up, and 
need no other Covering, they being by Nature 
very hardy, and of an Olive Complexion, as all 
the Americanes are, in conformity to moſt of whom 
theſe alſo: paiar their Faces and Bodies with many -" 
Colours. 

It hapned, that ſome of our Men being on Shoar 
Anguſt the 16th, on the Eaſt-ſide, in order to fill 
Water; two of them at a ſmall diſtance from 
Dd 2 thence 
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Au. 1670. thence met with two Poragenians behind a Buſh , 
UV who immediately ran _ 


from them, leaving 
their Baggage behind them, conſiſting of ſome Skins 
ſewed together, made into lirtle Bags ; wherein 
were contained ſome Fliats and Colours, beſides 
two Dogs they had there alſo tied together. All 
theſe our Men brought with them on Board, for 
which our Captain was very angry, and therefore 
next Day he weat himſelf to the ſame Place, where 
they found them, and there left them ; belides a 
Knife, other Toys, and ſome Beads which were 
faſtned to the Dogs Necks, and then turned looſe : 
That the faid Paint was for their Bodies, I take it 
for granted, but what uſe they had for the Fliat, 
unleſs it were to make the Heads of their Arrows, 1 
know not. 

We found the Weather in the Harbour to be of 
the ſame temper as in England, in the Winter Sea- 
fon : As for the Land its for twenty Miles round 
this Harbour dry, barrcn, rocky and gravelly, be- 
ing without either Wood or Water, only a few 
Buſhes, and them growing near the Water ſide, 
for the farther up you go into the Country, the 
more barren it is. The Captain and my ſelf ac- 
companied with Eleven Men more, had the Curio- 
lity to go once tweaty Miles up within Land, but 
we could ſee no People, nor any thing elſe worth 
remarking : Only about nine Miles from the Place 
where our Ship lay, we found a freſh-water River 
that runs into a_ Salt Lake there, whereof this 
Country does abound,” ſo having lain out two 
Nights, we retura'd on Board again. In the Win- 
ter Seaſon we had very good Diverſion in Hunt- 
ing, Fiſhing, Fowling, eſpecially in Froſty Wea- 
ther ; For then we met with plenty of Brand- 
Geeſe, Ducks, Widgeons, Plovers, Snipes, Sea- 
Fowls, Partridges, aud ſeveral other ſorts, whereof 
we 
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we have none in England, and therefore I cannot Av. 1670.

Before our departure from hence, we ſowed 
ſeveral ſorts of Engliſh Seed, ſuch as Turai 
Carrots, Colw Reddiſhes, Beans, Peaſe a 
Onions. Some of each of which, that the Pat«- 
gonians had left, we found upon our return. The 
'Curnips were very good, bur for the Reddiſhes, 
Beans and Peaſe, they were gone to Seeds ; Nei- 
ther could we perceive that the Indians had uſed a- 
ny of them, but oaly pulled them up by the Roots, 
and then left them. to wither. 

It was now the 14th of Oftober, when we ſet Sail 
with a fair Wind from Port Deſire, Southwards 
towards the Streights of Magellan. By the 17th of 
December, we fell ia with a fair white Cape that 
lies in the Lat. of $50 d. South, to which our Cap- 
tain gave the name of Beachy-Head : We ſaw 
alſo the Hill of St. Fves,, which makes a flat Table- 
Land aloft, . at the North-end whereof ſtands a 
round” Cobling-Hill, that is juſt even with the 
height, af ir, {ome other ſuch Hills there are alſo 
to the South thereof ; We ſtill contiau'd our 
Conrſe till coming to the I at. of 50 d.

r the future. They reſolved to fortife the ſame, 
and to that end the Vice-Roy of Pers ſeat out two 
Ships under the Command of Pedro Seranto, who 
was at that time the belt Navigator they had in 
thoſe Seas, to try if he could meet with Drake, 
whom they ſo much dreaded, and then to view 
the fajd Streights where they could be beſt forti- 
fied. He was Nine Months in his Paſſage from 
Lima tq this Place, but upon his Arrival he made 
all the Obſervations he could there in reſpe& to 
what he went about, and ſe Sailed for Spain to 
give the King an Account of what he done 
who finding by him that the in ſome 
places were {© narrow, that they t be forti- 
fied to yy —_—_ from g and re- 

ſling ; He eupon ſeat away Diego Faris de 
Valdes, with a Fleet of Shi contiiog of 28 Sail, 
and 3500 Men on Board, belides a hew Governor 
to Chila, «and yoo ald Soldiers to be imploy'd in 
the ſaid Work. 

But how well provided foever Things ſeemed 
to be for this Expedition, the Fleet proved unfor- 
tunate in all their Deſigns : For at their firſt ſer- 
ting out from Cadiz, a Storm caſt away five of them 
with the loſs of .200 Men, and forced the reſt 
back again into Harbour, very much damnified ; 
and two of them were fo diſabled, that they could 
not proceed on their Voyage. However, Diego 
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Ate 1670. Faris de Valdez, put out again with ſixteen Ships, 
WY) having Pedro De who was to be Governor 


of the Streights on Board, and who carried alon 

with him all manner of Artificers, and Qther Neceſ- 
faries to ere&t a Fort, beſides a great many Guns, 
and all forts of Ammunition : But this Fleet thro” 
the formentioned Diſaſter, ſetting our late in the 
Year, they were forced to Winter upon the Coaſt 
of Brazill, in the River of Rogimers. When the 
Spring came, they Sailed away to purſue the reſt 
of their Voyage; but when they came into 42 d. S. 
Lat. they met with a Storm that forced them to 
beat-up and dowa for 22 Days together, wherc- 


in they loſt one of their beſt Ships that had- 300' 


Men, and 20 Women on Board, with the greateſt 
part of the Ammunition they ſhould have left at 
the Streights; and ſo they were forced back to the 
Iſland of Cathalena, where hearing that the Engliſh 
had been upon the Coaſt, they made all the haſte 
they could-to follow them; ſuppoſing they were 
gone for the Streights of Magellan. 

The Commander was forced to leave five of his 
Ships, that had been diſabled in the laſt Storm be- 
hind-him, on Board of which he put his Sick Men 
and Women, and ſo put out only with 1o Shi 
out of three and twenty that he had under his 
Command, when he firſt ſet out of Cadiz : But 
he was no ſooner arrived at the Streights Mouth, 
than that he met with a great Storm, which forced 
him back again to Rogimers River. However, Pe- 
dro de Sermenta went thither next Year, and Landed 
400 Men, and 3o Women at Point Poſſeſſion above- 
mentioned, where they built a Fort, and called it 
by the name of Nombre de Feſue : From thence he 
went to Port Famine by Land, and built alſo a 
Tower or Cittadel in that Place, which he called 


Ring Philip's City. But Sermentos upon the ap-

1670, 
ong with him, and departed for Spain : But in his WW 
way thither, he was taken by the Ss Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh, who carried him into England, while 
the Spaniards, whom he left at the Streights behind | 
him, were all ſtarved to Death. ;

I TS now time we ſhould come to the paſſing of 
the Streights themſelves, through the firſt Nar- 
row whereof we run on the 25th of Ofober, and 
got on the South Shoar, and wherein there will ne- 
ceſſarily fall in ſome Obſervations : To which end 
you are to remark, that to the-Weſtward of Point 
Poſſeſſion before mentioned, there is a Sandy Bay, 
into which you muſt have a great care how you 
enter, for it is ſhoal Water, from whence five 
Leagues W. S. W. lies the firſt Entrance of the 
ſaid narfow that is two Miles ang an half over 
from ſide to ſide; and from the Eaſt Point of which 
Entrance, there are two ſhoal'd Banks, one to the 
North, and the other to the South-lide ; the beſt 
lying furthermoſt our, and is a Rocky Ridge og 
y: 
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Mt. 1670. ly : But if it ſhould 6 a, that the Wind 


takes you ſhort, or that the come, yon may 
Anchor in the fair way between Point Poſſeſſion 
and the Narrow. As for the Land, you will find 
it 02 both ſides indifferent high with white Clifts, 
and a Sandy Shoar with Pebble-ſtones at low 
Water, but tis ſhoal'd fo off, that a Boat cannot 


On the North-ſide, within a quarter of a Mile 
of the Weſt-Point, lies three Anchors upon the 
Sand, belonging ſurely to ſome Spaniſh Ship that 
had been caſt away there ; the Sheet Anchor, and 
the beſt Bower being about 12 Foot long, where- 
as the ſmaller was 11 : But they were all of them 
half eaten with Ruſt; from hence alſo runs out 
a ledge of Rocks half a Mile long, which may be 
feen by the Weeds that grow upon them; 
wherefore when ever you ſee any ſuch, you may 
-—_ conclude there are ſhoal Water and Rocks 

ere. 

Take notice, that when you have paſt the firſt 
Narrow, and if you think you cannot reach that 
called Queen Elizabeth's Iſland before Night ; I 
would adviſe you not to come to an Anchor here, 
unleſs the Weather ſhould be very fair, but rather 
choſe to Sail back again, and Anchor between the 
Point and the Narrow ; For ſhould a Storm ariſe 
at S. W. by W. as the Place is very ſubje&t there- 
unto, you will have lictle ſhelter, and in caſe your 
Ground-Tack ſhould fail you in the Night, you 
muſt unavoidably drive aſhoar : For after you have 
got about two Leagues intothe broad Place between 
the two Narrows, you will find you can hardly 
diſcern the Point of the ſecond, ir being low Land; 
and if the Weather ſhould — to be haſey in 
the Day time, its almoſt impoſlible to hit it by 
Courſe, much lefs in the Night. os 
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The North-ſhoar beig to the high Land, two Ar. 1556. 
Leagues Weſterly from the firſt Narrow, it con. WW 


tinues ſo till you come to the Entrance of the ſe- 
cond Narrow, where 'tis low again ; and this ame 
Point is called Cape Gregory, under the Eaſt-end 
whereof lies a Road for Weſterly Winds, where 
you may Anchor in ſeven or eight Fathom good 
Ground : But as for the South-ſhoar from the firſt 
Narrow to the ſecond, its indifferent high Land, 
and appears to be rugged and uneven, on which 
ſide we ſaw ſeveral Fires as we return'd back, 
which is a manifeſt ſign there are many People 
there. 

Having ſaid thus much concerning the Paſſage of 
the firſt Narrow, I come now to the ſecond, which 
we went through on the very ſame Day as we did 
the other in the Evening. At the Eaft-end its a- 
bout five Miles broad from one fide unto another ; 
but at the Weſt its ſomewhat les : Our Courſe 
through it by Compaſs was S. W. by $. but the 
Courſe is Welt 17 d. South. I obſerved the 1 

of it from one end to the other to be three Leagues, 
which makes the diſtance from Cape Yirgin- 

to be 28 Leagues. When you have almoſt Sailed 
through, you will ſee three Iſlands at North-Weſt, 
by Compaſs at about four Leagues diſtance, of 
which Sir Francis Drake called one Queen Elizabeth's 
Iſland ; the other two being known by the names 
of St. Gregory and St. Bartholomew. 

As for the Land between this ſecond Narrow, 
and the Head of Queen ELzaberh's Ifland, its very 
high, aad appears- to be dry and barren ia ſome 
Places; But in others, particularly the Vallics, the 
Soil is fertile, and bears good Graſs. It produces 
alſo ſmall Berries, which are excellent good Fruit, 
and to which we gave the name of Magallan 
Grapes. They are of a Purple Colour, Seeded, _—_

e Berries. Beſhdes which there 
is alſo another ſort of a Berry here, like a ſmall 
Cherry, of a Reddiſh Colour, 'which we called 
Hearts. 

Now from the Point of the ſecond Narrow to 
the Weſt-cnd of Queen Elizabeth's Iſland is ſeven 
ew, and betwixt which two Places you may 
Anchor on the North-ſide from fix to twenty Fa- 
thom' Water : But you need go no farther up than 
to bring the Eaſt-Point of the Iſland S. by E: from 
you, but keep in the Fair Way between ir and that 
North-fide, and you will have eight or nine Fa- 
thom good Ground : But when the Eaſt-end-of the 
Iſland bears S. S. W. then you will have the Chan- 
nel that runs between the Iſlands up, where there 
is an indiffereat ſtrong Tide and deep Water, 
but if you ride with the Point of the Iſland S. and 
S. by E. there runs but little Tide. Irs a moſt 
convenient Place to lie in for Winds, if you are 
going through the Streights unto the South-Seas 3 
For if the Wind be from the Eaſt to the Weſt 
Northward, you may lead it away betwixt the 
Iſlands. Irs an excellent Place for any Ship to ride 
in, in reſpe& to any Winds, for its full Sea in this 
Road at the Full and Change; At nine a Clock 
the Flood ſets Weſtward, under the North-ſhoar, 
and the Ebb to the Weſtward, tho*' between the 
Ilands the Flood ſets Southerly : But to fay no 
more of this, take notice that on the North-ſhoar 
therg are two little Harbeurs that are both good 
and ſafe- for ſmall Veſſels, one of which ſtands 
near two Leagues from the Narrow, and the other 
about three and an half; the Eaſtermoſt whereof 
I named Crabb Harbour, from the many long leg-

As for that d which is called by the name 
of Queen Elizabeth, its above ſix Leagues in length 
from Eaſt to Weſt, and three from North to South, 
and indifferent high Land ; But more particularly 
the Eaſt Point which is both high and che from 
whence runs a'great Ripling, that is nothing byt 
the ſetting of the Tide, for there is Water '&- 
nough. You may Sail round it with a ſmall Veſ- 
ſe: ; But the Channel at the Weſt-end is narrow 
and rocky, and in ſome Places not above three Fa- 
thom deep. *' 

Oftober the 26th, in the Morning, our Captain, 
my Self, and fome Others went aſhore here in our 
Pinnace, and found the Iſland had neither Wood 
nor freſh Water ; But that the Soil bore good 
Graſs, and givers-ſorts of Berries. Here it was 
or fortune to fall in with ſome of the Native In- 
dians, to whom we gave Beads and Knives imtruck 
for Bows and Arrows and Winnacoes Skins, which 
is all they have for Cloathing : As for Minerals 
of any kind, 1: could not perceive they had any. 
Their Women wear Bracelets made of {mall Shells 
about their Necks, which they ſtring on the Signews 
of ſome Beaſt or other : Theſe Indians are of a 
mean Stature, and there was in a Company about 
Thirty Men and-Women of them. | 

As for the other two Iſlands, St. George and St. 
Bartholomew, I have little remarkable concerning 
them, only you will meet with young Birds called 
White-B in the latter, in the Month of N+- 
vember, which are very good Meat, and ſome Pen- 
guins alſo, but far greater abundance of them 'on 
the other Iſlands, and the ſame are both larger 
and better than thoſe you have at Port Defire - 
And when you would go aſhoar for them, be 
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An 1670. ſure you keep to the middle of the North-Poiat, 
WW 'V for from that of the Eaſt and Weſt, runs a ſtrong 


Tide that makes a great Ripling Sea, which is dan- 

erous for ſmall Boats : Be ſure you provide your 
{ves alſo with long Gaſles or Boat-Hooks to pull 
them out of their Holes in the Ground, where 
they will Earth like Conies in their Burroughs. But 
this Place produces no Wood: nor Water that is 
freſh neither. | 

The Land from the South-ſide of . the ſecond 
Narrow to the Southward of the Ifles is high, and 
by the many Fires we ſaw, I do really believe it 
to be well Peopled : The Shoar is Sandy, and 
' ſhoals off within the Narrow. And on the South- 
ſide there is a little Cove, where at high Water 
you have abundance of Fiſh like Mullets, of which 
we caught in our Sean at one Haul no lefs than 
ſeven Hundred of them, the leaſt whereof was as 
big as a Mackarel : But- for the Land on the 
North-ſide from the fame Narrow, to the Head of 
Queen Elizabeth's Iſland, it is low, and:ſeems when 
you are aſhoar to be ſweet and pleaſant enpugh. 
It produces plenty of Sheep and Oftridges, as-you 
have them jadeed all along the Coaſt from Ca 
Virgin-Mary, on the Northlide, but on that of 
South, none are to be ſeen, 

To conclude therefore my Obſervations here 
with the Chapter, before 1 proceed any farther, 
take notice, If you are bound through into the 
South-Sea, be ſure when you may Anchor from 
this Place, to keep in the fair way between Queen 
Elizabeth's Iſl1ad and St. Bartholomew, where you 
will have no leſs than thirty Fathom Water, and 
continue the ſaid diſtance rill - you come to the 
South-end of the firſt Iſland. And for that of St. 
George's, remember there lies a Bank about a Mile 
long, whereon there is three or four Fathom Wa- 
rer 
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ter, and in ſome Places lefs but the ſame may be 4». 1650, 
ſeen a great way off by the Weeds growing there, WW 
which are (as has been already noted) an infal- 
lible ſign of ſhoal Water ; except only at the 
Weſt-end of the Streights, where there are ſome 


Coves, you will fee ſome in eleven or twelve Fa- 
thom Water. 
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CHAP. V. 


They Sail to, and arrive at Port Famine, with 
what was obſervable between, in Freſh-Water 
River, Their Dealings with ſome Indians. 
Some Direftions to Sail to the Port, with 
ſome Account of it. Fine Fiſbes, and exceed- - 
ing large Smelts bere. Of the Trees, Birds, 
People, &c. 


Y Deſign being otherwiſe, than to give a 

Particular of every Days Journal, as may | 
be ſeen by what 1 have already delivered.: I ſhall 
only obſerve, that being now the zoth of Ofober, 
we weighed, and ſtood to the Southward, when 
I found the Hills to be of a good height, bus 
trending low to the Water fide, 'and full of green 
Buſhes, very thick, and the Hills covered with 
Snow. The Wood is indifferent good, but not 
very tall of growth, the ſame growing much like 
Elms, Elder and Bays : We endeavoured to make 
the beſt of our. way, but ſome Gults off of them 
Hills, and the approach of Night, made us come 
to an Anchor in eleven Fathom Water greiſly 
Sand. It proved to be a Bay,wherein we found 
wwo Rivulers of freſh Water, which you may 
Ee 2 row 
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Att«1579+ row your Boat and fill your Cask, as you may alſo 
WY Y take in plenty of Wood, both being eafie to come' 


at: And here take notice, That whereas from 
Cape Yirgin-Mary to this Place, you can meet with 
neither of the two fore-mentioned uſeful Commo- 
dities, [you hegin to meet with both here. Brand 
Geeſe and Ducks are alſo plenty in this "Place, 
where we met with ſome Trees much like Currant- 
Buſhes : Our Captain gave this the name of — 
Water Bay, where the Streights. are about hve 
Leagues broad from ſide to ſide. We weighed a- 

ain next Day, had much Wind and Guſty at W. 
K. W.- Some of us went along the Shoar jn our 
Pinnace, / and about two and an half to 
the Sourhwards -of the foreſaid Bay, we fell in 
with a ſmall Sandy Bay. at the N. E. End whereof, 
lies Rocks 'and ſhoal Water, about two' Cables 
length off Here having diſcovered two-Indian'Ca- 
noes, ſome of -vus went aſhoar and ſpoke with the 
People, who ſeemed to be very quiet, and became 
ſuddenly familiar with our Men. Both the Men 
and Womea were much pleaſed to have Beads and 
red Ribbons tied about their Necks and Arms: 
We gave them ſeveral other Things, but*every 
thing that was-Red, whether Linnen or Woollea 
they eſteemed moſt. In lieu of our Commodities, 
they gave us Bows, .and their Skin-Coars, which 
are thoſe of Deer, - and ſeveral others ſowed toge- 
ther with Thongs, cut out of Seal's-Skins : Bur 
they finding now our Ship was gone before, they 
made all the haſte they could after her, and found 
her at Anchor in Port Famine. 

There are in the Courſe of the Sailing from 
Queen Elizabeth's Iſland to this Port Famine, ſeve- 
ral ſmall Bays to be met with, as you have them 
laid down in the, Deſcription of the Streights of 
Magellan : And; Whereas you will find the hi, 
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high, from whence proceed ſadden and ſtrong Eaſt 4, 1659; 
flaws of Wind, keep the Welt-ſhoar on Board, HV 


for the Eaſt-ſide is generally a Lee-ſhoar, and 
deep Water, ſo that you have no good Anchoring 
Grqund here, but on the other you may Anchor 
all along from one Place to the other; And you 
may Sail within a Mile or two of the Shoar, till 
you come within two Leagues of Port Famine » 
But then there lies a Rocky Place about a Mile 
from the Shoar, whoſe Point when you have paſ- 
ſed, you may look in again, and know Port Fe- 
mine when you corhe from the Northward by a 
great Tree, which ſtands by ir ſelf upon the 
North Point. You will fee moreover 'in your ſaid 
Courſe to this Point a great Gap, or opening on 
the Eaſt-ſide, as if there were a Paſſage through : 
For to the South-en{ you will diſcern all the 
Land ſhut. up, and no opening to be ſeen; where» 
fore have a Care you do not put in there, for fear 
you fail of coming out again ; except the fame goes 
into the Eaſt-Sea, as the Spaniards call that at the 
Entrance of St. Sebaſtian. 

This Port Famine is a fine Port, is where you 
may ride in eight or nine Fathom Water, a good 
birth from the Shoar, and a South-Eaſt Wind B 
the worſt that can blow here. It flows about ten 
Fathom Water, and *tis high Water about twelve 
at full Moon or Change-Day : That Mr. Thomas 
Cavendiſh, Anno 1587. gave it the name from the 
Spaniards, having been ſtarved here ( as before+ 
mentioned) is paſt Diſpute ; But however acct 
dental that might be, certainly the Place was nam- 
ed contrary to the Quality of it : For had the 
Spaniards been. induſtrions, they needed not have 
Famiſh'd here, where there are ſuch plenty of 
Fiſh and Fowl; Of the firſt whereof we took 
great quantities with owr Seans, found theme to be 
Ee 3 liko 
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An. 1670, like Mullet, but much bigger, and good Food , 
GYV which being ſplit, and dipt in Pickle, and then 


dried, will keep good fix Months : To fay no- 
thing of the Smelts which we caught here alfc 
which are the biggelt that ever'I ſaw ar heard of, 
ſome of them beiag no leſs than 21 Inches long, 
and eight about, - It was in this Place that the 
Spaniards built the Cittadel called according to 

ing Philips Name above mentioned, to prevent 
the Engliſh to paſs the Streights : But in truth it 
was to as little purpoſe, as for. Dover Caſtle to 
pretend to hinder all Ships from paſling the Engli 
Channel, for the Streights at the firſt Place are fix 
Leagues over. Mr. Cavendiſh, upon his Arrival, 
ſet their uninhabited Houſes on Fire, and digged 
four great Guns which the Spaniards had hid there 
put of the Ground, tho? after all we conld never 
find there was ſuch a Fortification built. 

In the South part of the Bay, there is a River 
which the Captain named Sedgar's River, and 
wherein there is a great plenty of Brand Geeſe, 
and Pied-Ducks, of which we killed many : And 
once the Captain and I going with our Yawle into 
the faid River, in two Hours time killed no lefs 
than fourteen of them Geeſe. On both ſides this 
River there is good ſtore of Drift-Wood, which 
lies very convenient to be cut and flipt on Board 
for Firing, but ſome of it will make good Fiſhes 
for Maſts and Yards: But up higher you have a 
great deal more, amongſt which there is one ſort 
of Wood which wif make ſmall Maſts and Yards 
for ſmall Ships, when the ſame is dry, but green 
*tis two heavy. This Tree grows like Birch, and 
when it 1s dry it looks reddit like Juniper, it be- 
ing a general Wood throughout the Streights : 
Belides which there is alſo another Tree which 
grows like Lawrel, the' Bark whereof, whether 

green 
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green or dry, taſts hotter than Pepper. In inis 4s, 1670 
Wood. I ſaw five Birds, among which was a ſmall WWW 
Parrot, or Patakite, and found that betwixt it and 
the Water ſide, there grew abundance of —_ 
lan Grapes, Hearts, and other ſmall Berries, w 
are all good Fruit, and grow all the Streights 0+ 
ver, Neither are there gns of a great many Peo- 
ple's living here, wanting, for we found beaten Paths 
made by them all along the River fide. 
November 2d, the Day before our =, x" 
from this Port, the Indians whom we faw , 
came over againſt our Ship; and upon our diſco- 
vering of them, ſome of us went aſhoar, with 
whom one of them came off aboard, to whom we 
gave ſome Victuals, and ſeveral other ſmall things 
of little value, and then ſet him aſhoar again : 
While I ſaid here, I could not perceive any ſign 
of Minerals in the Land, or about the People ; 
the Women only wearing ſmall gliſtering Shells a- 
nd WF bout their Necks, and upon our carrying a little 
(0 Seal with us aſhoar, they Oyled their es all 0- 
yer with it. 
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CHAP. YL 


They Sail for Shut-up-Point, and the nature of 
it. For Cape Froward. x Cape Holland. 
Port Gallant. Elizabeth's 9, Coe Quad. 
Cape Munday, - 4nd Cape Diſado or Delire. 
They put into the Strezghts again. of Tueſ- 
day-Bay. Of the Iſtand Neſtria Semiora Del 
Sacora. Of ſeveral Openings,” They Arrive 
& Baldiyia, . 4nd, their Adventares thete, 
Faar of. ir Men detained, and what follow'd 
70 the eng of their Voyage. ; 


Ccordingly, November 3d, we weighed An- 
chor, and ſtood ro the Northward till we 
came riear to that Point call'd Shar-xp-Point, which 
is the fame already mentioned ; and by which, 
becauſe the Land on both ſides is fo high and ſtee 
as if the North-ſide ſeemed to join to the Sou 
you are fo far from diſcerting which way the Paſ- 
ſage goes, that he that knows it not would think 
there is none at all there. But as you Sail farther, 
you will ſee it open to the Weſtward, about Ca 
Froward, which is the Southermoſt Land of 
great Continent of America, which was ſo named 
becauſe its very high, ſteep and rocky, and fo 
conſequently very ſubje& to Flaws, and for which 
we now ſteered S: W. by W. about three Leagues : 
Here the Streights are three Leagues broad, and 
the Streight rounds away to the Weſtward ſtill. 
The Weather proving very guſty with Fogs, we 
had no Place to Anchor in, and fo lay plying to 
and 
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and fro in the Streights all Night, about- four 45 


Leagues to the Weſtward of the Cape. 
We did the ſame next Day till twelve, when a 
little to the Weſtward of Cape Holland we pit in 
to a Sandy Bay, called by our Captain Wood's-Bay, 
according to my Name ; where you may ride in 
eighteen or twenty Fathom Water, a dirth 
from the Shoar : The Weather was fair on the 
gth, but little Wind at E- by N, On the Morn« 
ing whereof,'. at ſeven, we were ſhort of 
Holland, and ſteered away W. N. to get the 
ſhoar aboard, for on the South-lide there are ſmall 
Iſlands, and craggy Rocks with ſeveral Coves: As 
we Sailed along, we ſaw a-Fire to the South-ſide. 
A little to the Weſtward of the Cape there is a 
Sandy Bay, where you may ride in eight, nine or 
ten Fathom Water, four ar five Cables len 
from _—_ wn form the Wea 
blowing in Flaws, and Night coming on, we 
put. This Bay is to the Eaſtward of Cape Gallert 
to which we gave the name of Ferreſcue's Bay, and 
within which is a fair Sahdy Cove for ſmall Shi 
called by our Captain Port Gallerr. Within it are 
two Rivulets of Water, and plenty of Wood ; 
the Land trends low to the Water fide, to the Eaſt- 
ward of the Port; And there is a Bay of abont 
two Miles long, (wherein there is a little 
and ſome Rocks) the ſame being called: Cordes 
Bay : But to the Weſtward the Land is high, and 
the tops are covered with Snow. The Streights 
are four Leagues broad in this Place, where lies 
two or three Iſlands in the mid-way, South and 
Weſt one from another ; Two of which are pret- 
ty large, and full of Timber, about which lies ſe- 
veral other ſmaller Rocky ones, ſhort of Cape Gal- 
lant, where the Streights round to the North-welt, 
and are as it were ſhut up. $ 
From 
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Ar-1670. From hence we Sailed for Elizabeth's Bay, which 
WY V is on the North-ſhoar, at the be 


| my of the 
North-weſt Beach : | The Streights here alſo make 
as if they- were ſhut up, and that there were no 
Paſſage, - but yet they are about three Leagues 
broad Two Leagues to the Weſtward of this Bay, 
you have a freſh Water River, called by our Cap- 
tain 'Batchellor's River, on either ſide of which 
you''may' ride in eight or ten Fathom Water : 
Our Pinnace went into it, but it is ſhoal, and a- 
bout-a Bow-ſhot from ſide to ſide. We ſent our 
Boat on the 7th to the South-ſhoar, but ſaw not 
any thing worth Obſervation ; for the Land is ir- 
regular, the tops of the Hills covered with Snow, 
and of a naſty quality, with ſmall Trees and 
ruſty G We met alſo with ſome Juniper, 
and . other Trees in this Place, which bear Leaves 
like thoſe of Bay, or Lemmon-Trees, whoſe Bar 
is hot like Ginger. 
We left this Bay on the 13th in the —— 
by Noon we were athwart St. Ferom's Channel, 
as we were two Hours after of Ca nad; To 
the Weſtward of which we made the beſt uſe of 
our time we could, we Coaſted the Shoar to the 
North with our Pinnace to ſee for an Anchoring 
e, but could find none. Next Morning we 
ſteered Weſtward, and by fix a Clock came athwart 
a Point of Land on the South ſide, which was more 
out than the other Land to the North beareth, 
to which our Captain gave the- name --of Cape 
Munday, being about 13 Leagues diſtant from Ca 
Quad, and the Courſe from this to it is W. by 
N. 4 N. here is 16 or 17 degrees; To the Eaſt- 
ward of this true Place, the variation from the 
North Point is ſo many degrees to the Eaſtward of 
zts true Place, and fo it is all the Streights over, 
which are here but four Leagues broad ; And = 
La 
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vered with Snow, m Cape Froward, to Cape 
Diſado, but there are many good Anchoring Places 
betweea them. | 

la our Paſſage from Cape Quad, we ſaw many 
Harbours, Rivers, and Sounds on the South, rug 
ning a great way into the Land ; and I know no- 
thing, to the contrary, but that they may be all 
Iſlands; for we had no time to Diſcover them, 
We parlzgd our Courſe ſtill ro the Weſt-ward of 
South-ſeas, and kept all along within two Leagues 
of the South-ſhoar, which is much the boldelt ;, for 
on the North, at the entrance of the South-ſea 
it is all Iſlands, and which is the cape they cal 
that of Yifory I know not, for it mgkes like high 
Rocky Iſlands: This Morning we diſcovered Cape 
Diſado or Deſire, about three Leagues from us, be- 
ing S. W. 4 a Poiat Weſterly, to which from Ca 
Munday, our Courſe by our Compaſs, was W. by 
N. and they are 18 Leagues diſtant one from ano- 
ther. This Cape Diſado W. S. W. from you, makes 
much like the Needles going into the Iſle of Wight, 
but higher, and not of that Colour : And as you 
come from the Eaſt-ward, failing along Weſt- 
ward, within two or three Leagues of the South- 
ſhoar, you will open two ſmall Racks ; But when 
the Cape bears S. W. of you, you open the low- 
Land to the Southward of the Cape. This Night 
we lay plying to the Weſtward, open to the 
Streights Mouth, the Wind at NV. W. but not 
much, but we had a great deal of Rain. 

The Weather being thick and hazy on the r5th, 
and like to blow, we bore into the Streights again, 
to ſee for ſome Place to Anchor in, in order to 
ſecure our Ship, having information of a Cove a- 
bout three Leagues within the Streights, in look- 
ing for which, we fell in with a ſiall Bay, where

Land is all high craggy, Rocks on both ſides, co- 
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#. 1650; we had good Anchorage; At the Weſt-end where- 
WYV of ly five or ſix ſmall Rocky Iſlands, which ſhew 


not themſelves when you are a Mile from ;them, 
but then they appear as if joined to the Main. In 
this Bay, to which our Captain gave the, name of 
Tweſday-Bay, there is a {mall Cove at the Weſt- 

d, which is a good Birth from the Iſlands, and 
ng Winds can hurt you here. We had Wood and 
Water Juy here, where we found alſo Wild 
Geeſe, Ducks, and other Wild Fowl, as they are 
all the Streights over. 

We left Tueſdy-By, Nov. 19. deſcried Land 
on the 25th; And next day ſtanding in for the 


Shoar, we ſaw "the Iſland called Neſftra Seniora del . 


Sacora, and came to an Anchor in a ſandy Bay on 
the Eaſt-ſide of it ; which was no ſooner done, but 
ſome of us were ordered aſhoar to ſee for Indians 

d what the Ifland conld afford us. As for the 

er, we could not ſee one Soul ; but we ſee an 
Tadian's Houſe, much like unto one of our Arbours, 
nnder the fide of a Rock, on which there fat grear 
ſore of Birds, being the ſame ſort of Fowl as we 
had ſeen before in the North-ſea, whereof we 
Killed between two and three Hundred of them 
with Sticks, they being young and not able to Fly. 
We met with plenty of other forts of Birds in 
this Place, as we did alſo of Wood and Freſh» 
water. 

We weighed Anchor Nov. 3oth early, to go 
Jook for a Harbour to ſecure our Ship; And XN. 
W. from'the Place where we Rid, we ſaw an open- 
mg, which we ſuppoſed to be St. Domingo, and 
ſtanding over to ſee it, beheld ſeveral of them ap- 
Praring like Harbours or Sounds, into one of 
which I entred with our Pinnace, expecting it had 
been a good Harbour ; But it proved to be an 
Iſland, to the Weſtward whereof I ſaw the Sea 0+ 
pen, 
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pen, and in the mid-way lie Rocks, betwixt the 


Main and it with ſhoal Water from ſide to ſide.” 


Here we had but four Fathom Water, but a great 
Sea ; However, there are ſome ſmall Sand 
in this Place, where you may ride with 
weſt Wind : But there is no getting ont with a 
South Wind, the Wind was now at W."N. W. 
ſo that we returned back again to the Iſle of Swe- 
cour, from whence on the 5th-of ” December we 
Sailed for Caſtro, which we diſcovered'next Day, 
when we tacked and plied cloſe under ir ; OurCap- 
tain at- the ſame time ordering the Lieutenant to 
take the Pinnace, and ſet Dor Carlos aſhoar, in ot 
der to-'find out ſome Indians, ant to' Trade with 
them, | but there weat ſo much Sea” that" it could 
not then be done, and ſo they return'd aboard 'a- 
gain, and we ſtood off to Sea all Night, intend- 
ing for Baldivia, the River whereof we fell iq 
with December 15th, and the Spaniards at St. Pe- 
ter's diſcovered our Ship, with which we-ſtood in 
as far as we thought adviſable :* As for the Courſe 
from Cape Diſado to this River, I find-it to be 
North 6 d. 45 m. Eaſterly, diſtance 262 Leagues. 
This ,Morning, the Captain Commanded the 
Lieutenant to Land Don Carlos, which he did ac- 
cordingly. Much about the fame time came two 
Canoes off from Land, but would not come on 
Board : However, one of them came to the Ship 
lide, altho” ſhe immediately put off again, perceiv- 
ing us to be Strangers, but the other Canoe would 
not come near ; We ſtood in on the 16th in the 
Morning for Baldivia, to ſee for Don Carlos, and 
what account we could get of him, bart we ceuld 
not ſee him, nor any ſign of him for all we could 
do, whereat we were not a little concerned. Here- 
upon .the Captain ſent the Lieutenant in with a 
Flag of Truce, to kgow it we might have the li- 
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A 1670. berty to Wood and Water, which they granted 
WY V and ſent a Pilot to carry in the Ship : We ſtood in 


for Baldivia the Day following, and Anchored in 
15 Fathom Water black and fandy, open with the 
River; and in the Afterpoon Licetenant Becker 
was ſent in with the Pinnace, to ſer the fore- 
meationed Pilot aſhoar, landing him at the fame 
Fort he belonged to, which was a ſmall one, going 
tp to the South-ſide : And the Lieutenant was no 
ſooner aſhoar, but the Governor of St. Peter's Fort 
ſeat for him, to whom, when he went, he found 
for all his ſeeming Courtefies, his main Buſineſs 
was to know what we were, and whither bound : 
And all the Inquiry he could make concerning Dor 
Carlos ſignified nothing, of whom we could learn 
no manner of tidings. 

On the- 18th of December our Captain having 
ſent our other Lieutenant Mr. Armiger with three 
Men more aſhoar to the Governor abour getting 
leave of him for us to take in Water, they were 
detained by him as Priſoners without any Reaſon 
ſhewed for it, and all that we could do by Meſſages 
and otherwiſe could not” procure their Enlarge- 
ment, and by their whole Management I 'under- 
ſood plainly the Spaniards had a mind to betray 
the Ship, of which our Captain was not a little 
aware , and fo took occaſion accordingly for its 
Preſervation. 

However not to be wanting to our ſelves nor 
our Friends, we ſent a Flag of Truce on the 18th 
to parley with the Governor at a diſtance, but 
none of them would come off to anſwer our Ex- 
pedations; but we, on our part, ſet two Indians 
that came on board us, aſhoar, one of whom car- 
ried a Letter with him from our Captain to the 
Governor, who the day after ſent us a Canoe to 


fetch off our Men's Cloaths; and the fame being 
their

their own deſire, our Captain gave order for the Av. 16d. 
WW 


delivery of them. -- 

Wirhia the. River of Baldivia there are three 
Forts, two of which ſtand on the South-ſide as you 
go in, but the other on the INand in the midit of 
the River which is that of Stl Peters already men- 
tioned , and wherein there are eight Guas. - As 
for their Shipping we ſaw but one ſinall Veſſel

got footing, and made a Fire upon the” Place 
which they found to be a very Woody Country, 
but they could ſee no fig of People, and 
ame on Board again, makes and we made 
the beſt of our way for the Streights of AMagel- 
lan. 
On the 6th of January at 4 in the Morning we 
ſaw four Iflands lying N. N. W. from Cape Ds/ado 
at about/7 Leagues diſtance, ar our firlt ſight of 
them they bore N. E. by N. from us, then we al- 
tered our Courſe and ſteered E. and E. by S. and

Next Morning, the Captain and ſome more of us 
weat up Barchellor's River four or five Miles, but 
could not . well go farther tho' we perceived the 
fame might run eight or nine: Our main Buſineſs 
was to ſee for Indians to Trade with; but all the 
Signs we could make brought none to us, ſo that 
we cape on board again without ſeeing one of 
them, or indeed any other Animal whatſoever, 
whereat we were ſomewhat diſmayed ; wherefore 
we tarried here no longer than till next day, 
when we fſet Sail for: Port Famine, and at 
Twelve a Clock came athwart Cape Froward; but 
there being but little Wind, and a Calm all the 
Night following, we lay driving to and fro in the 
Streight : But the day following, we made the beſt 
of our way for Port Famine, in whoſe Bay we An- 
chored by Twelve a Clock, in nine Fathom Water, 
where we had Fiſhes from the Shoar to fiſh our 
Main-maſt, whereof we ſtood in need; and this 
Place afforded good large Trees for that purpoſe, 
beſides the conveniency of good Water, wild Fowl, 
Fiſh, and large Smelts. 
The firſt thing we did here, was to fit up our 
gn. and Rigging alſo, as well as we could, 
to curry our Ship, which we ſtored moreover 
with as much Water and Wood as we thought ne- 
cellary.

He 
invited me to drink , which I retuſed, as partly 
knowing his deſign ; and T had heard how mitſera- 
bly Men lived in a Cruſal. Seeing therefore that 
all his Wits would not take, he left me. In the E 
vening came to me an Eng/zſh Man, who had failed 
in her $ years, his Name was Dares, he was a Na- 
tive of Saltaſh in Cormea/l, whom we had taken oyt 
of this Cruſal, before our Ship was loſt : Bur he, 
like a Dog returning to his Vomit, went on board 
again ; where he yet remains, for ought I know. 
1hen:came a Dane, and he ſtrove to wheedle me: 
After him a Liorneze with a Letter from the Cap- 
tain, promiſing me great Rewards, if I would come 
on board and be his Gunner, all which I utterly 
retuſed, and denyed : So that Zwne the 16th, com- 
ing to the Water-fide to Embark for Scio, there came 
out of the Rocks 12 Rogues, whereof this Dawes 
was one, laid hold on me, and carryed meon board 
on the Star-board fide 3 whereI no ſooner aſcended, 
but came a fellow and clapped a chain on my Legg 
and no one ſpoke to me one word. Neither did l 
ſee any Captain in five days time, but then he cal- 
led to me, and asked me to ſerve him, which 1 
utterly denyed : Whereupon he called me Dog, and 
faid he would make me ww my Lutheran bones in 
the Archipe/ago , for pretending to go to Twrkey to 
betray him. 1 anſwered, I had- no ſuch thoughts, 
neither knew I how to go abour it ; but I knew that 
the Greeks Traded with the Turks daily, and could 
give them intelligence; and that for my part, I had 
never been in Tarkey in my life , but all my plead- 
ing wasin vain : For he knew that in theſe poor di- 
ſtrelled Iles, was no more Juſtice to be had, us

what his accurſed ſelf would allow, ſo that I was 
farced to remain there.

Greek Saicks, or any ſmall Shi 
that came in our way. When I had ſpent 3 Mon 
in this unpleafing Traffick, 1 was forſooth 
to be Mr. Gunner, but God knows it came upon 
me by compulfion, for the Captain having firſt beat 
the old Lrorneze Gunner ſeverely, who was a Man 
of 60 years of he commanded me into the 
Gun-room, to take the charge.of what was there , 
which with an unwilling wi ipgnels I = and con- 
tinued there till I made my e ; before which 
I ſhall give a little account in the mean time, of 
my manner of living. The firſt three Months I 
Eat with the Lieutenant, and afterwards with the 

Captain, it being the Ira/zan Cuſtom in all Ships ; 

Who while I was . Gunner , would often tell 


"me, I ſhould have all the Patereroes we took, 


which was really my due; tho for 35 Patereroes 
and 70 Chambers, I never had any more than two 
Dollars, and ſeven Ryals, being all the Money 1 
ever ſaw for my. fixteen Months Service. In the 
mean while to make my Captivity (as I may ſay ) ag 
eafie as I could; Ialways imployed my felt to Stu- 
dy,and having a Greek Boy allowed me, that ſpake 
Terk, Greek, and Laan, (oi the larter where; 
of, I was almoſt Maſter ere I came here ) I did by 
the Boys means, get an inſight in the other, two ; 


Beſides which, my way of living was ſuch, that I 


always took great notice whereſoever I went, of the 
Aaa 2 Iſles, 
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Tes,Ports, Roads, and Soundings, and ſet down the 
the ſatme conſtantly in writing, which added art 
Experience ; and made me paſs away the time fo 


much the more pleaſantly : But to ſhew you the life 
of a poor Saylor here, I am ſure nothing can paralell 
it for the badneſs thereof: When they are in Port, 
they. have the Ballaſt to heave outand in, and fetch 
burthens of Wood, and Barricades of water a large 
halt Mile on their Backs; and when that is not 
always todo, they are otherwiſe conſtantly imploy'd 
to carry one Anchor out, and to get the other on 
Board; to ſhift the fafts on. ſhoar, and then * haul 
and tug them up to Dry : In fine, they are never at 
reſt; and if our Labour was hard, our Fare was 
worſe. We had a. Steward that had but one hand, 
and that was the meaſure by which our Bread was 
meaſured three times a day, and that was all we 
had :, Only on Sundays and Thurſdays, we had a 
kertle of Horbeans boiled, and well falted, and 
ſometimes one -quarter of a pint of Oyl thrown on 
them, as they boiled, But ſome infinuating fellows 
that complained to rhe Steward of ſome bodies 
Miſdemeanor, whereof he might have ſomewhat 
to tell the Captain, got a Sardina,which' wasa great 
favour : Norte that a Sardina is a ſmall Fiſh like 
a Sprat, very ſalt. But otherwiſe while we were out 
at Sez, we never had any thing but Bread,only when 
we got on Rhodes or Cyprus, and had the luck to 
ſteal ſome Cattle, which we often did , then we got 
our guts full of Tripe, and Liver-heads, and when 
the Fleſh was kept ſo long for the Captain rill it 
Rank, then we had that for our Food. As for the 
manner of our taking a Prize, we generally run a 
Saick on board, with rhe Ship at once;then into her 
we jumpt,and had time enough allowed us ro Plun- 
der: From whence we returned on board with our 
Booty, and no body moleſted us. But when we had 
been. on board 3'or 4 days, and thought all was &- 

cure; 


as 
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cure 3 then all hands were called. up. fore and. aft; 
and: down went the Lizutenant, Boar-Swain's Mare, 
and he that looked afger the Slaves, -and ranſackt-all 
our Bags and Baskets ( Cheſtswe had zone, there be- 
ing but one in the whole Ship.) and they brought all 
to: the Captain:: 'Whoif he toand any poor tellow 
haye got any one thing that was-worth a Dollar, 
or the like, he took it away ;, and told him, he 
would-:bid the Steward pur it up for him, bur he 
never ſees it any more. So the poor Souls go always 
Naked, only ſoryerimes they get a few Rags, that 
he cannot fe heme coke from them :. But 1 knew 
forty in the Ship, ghat ſwore they had not. wore 
Shoe nor Stocking 1n$ years;and whoſe Lodging is on 
the ſofteſt Plank: they can find : You will moregver 
find another ſort-of Gentry here, by. which all this 
Roguery is maintained : ( v:2. ) Voluntiers. Theſe 
are a of Rogues which are here for that 
purpoſe, and diſtributed through - the ohip, to .tell 
tales of the reſt, - is in every Ship about forty 
of them, whereot ,ong Gangeats with the Caprain, 
another with the Lieutenant, another with the qtew-+ 
ard, and another with the Boar-Swain : Thels are 
all at the 'Caprajns- Devotion,” whom he chietly: 
Truſts, and may fately. do it: Forif they beatrthem, 
they will not go away; for they are all Hoe emmy 
ſome having merited-, the Gallows, others Fire a 
Faggot - for Sodomy, | and ſome the Galleys_ tor 
Theft « So they dare not ſtir, being here ſecure from 
all 5 and what: Plunder is gotten, theſe Villains 
have it. - Now you may wonder, that- there 15 ne- 
ver any - Rebellion in, theſe Ships ; 'ris true, -ſome+ 
times there happens a Mutiny,and whenever it does, 
it is. for want of their Compliment of theſe Hell- 
hounds: For where they are, 'tis impoſhble- xo do.

Day, and if any one happen. to ſay any _ 
a miſs, whip 'ris at the Captains. Ears, and the Ot-

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fender ſeverely puniſhed ; nay, it may - be, capt in 
Chains for fs Months rogether, below-in the hold 
among the Slaves, on the cold Ballaſt . Now you 
will fay, may not they run away when ay go a- 
ſhoar ? Bur that likewiſe is as 'rwere impoſiible, for 
they will give them liberry to go/ aſhoar , vn = 
Uland in the —__ Melo -excepted, who 
Inhabitants there will not be fooled by them, But on 
any of the other IſNands, if a'MandeſerQts, the Lieu- 
tenant goes aſhoar and lays hold of 10.0r more 
Greek Prieſts ( being the Men of moſt Note-Yand 
cartics them on board, who are hereupoh acquain- 
ted by the Captain, that they 'wguſt ſend to their 
Nei ours, and let him get his Men 25am, or he 
would carry them to Sea with him in Chains:' Up- 
on this, they immediately ſend onſhoat, and awa 
goes 2 or 3 hundred of the Natives ina drove,' a 
five nor 4 Stone pnturned, till they have found the 
Run-away and brought him 6h board, where' tet/ ts 
one, but he is puniſhed avithi'the Strapadee 'at the 
Yard-Arm , and then for $'vr'1o Months les in 
Chains : Others who have got privately teh Dollars 
by chance, have given them roaG#ee#to hide ther ;

fatſe Greek is not as much as miſtruſted. | 
As forthe manner of their ſetting out firſt 'from 
Tegorne, they fit their Ship in the- Mould, having 
got forme of theſe Rogues by friends out of Priſon, 
fome 'out of the Baniard z others run from Genoa, 
and abundance from Cor/ice, who fearing- that Ju 
Ricewill overtake them, if they ſtay there, they Em- 
bark 'on board' the Cruſal, and-having them 
the Ship is half Manned ; Then they haul our it 
the Road, and they begin to deroy all ſorts of Pev- 
Is and Nations they can pick up ; Some of "theſe 
kent coming a ſhoar, { 7. e. ) them that dare 
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come upon Land, go about from'one Tavern to the 
other, ſeeking who they can pick up ; and having 
'a Prize they carry him to the Captain, who 
indly ſalutes _ giving him a glaſs of Wine, 
and a clean Towel to wipe his Lips: And then to 
ſtrike a bargain, the Caprain he ſpeaks, and if any 
of his Gang is near him, they affirm the truth to-a 
thouſand Lies. The Captain tells him he has got 
a brave Ship, and to be fure, $ or 1o Guns more 
then ſhe can carry, and that he does not want Men, 
but he would carry more then his Company for 
Manning of Prizes , _—_ him, that he is toſtay 
out but three years at moſt, and in that time, no 
fear but they might get 2 or 3 thouſand Dollars 
per Man. This allures the poor enfnared fool, and 
he is promiſed 50, 60, or 8o Dollars, if he be a 
brisk fellow : So he gives him' ten or fifteen in 
hand, and tells him he has no more Money at pre- 
ſent, than what he has occaſion for , bur bids him 
go w_ view the —_ - __ _ at his Lei- 
ure. Away the poor fellow, thinking to. give 
him the lip, Tor he ſhall nor budge nor ſtir, for he 
ſhalt havea Spy at his Heels conſtantly ; Nay, car 
and drink with him, and ſhall not know it : And* 
if he is minded to be gone quite from thence, then 
he ſhall have the Spiroes or Bailifts ready to throw 


, bim into Priſon, and keep him there while the Ship' 


Sails z and hence forward he never getsone farthing 
more. But now if he be pliable, and two or three 
days after comes for ' the reſt of his Money ; then 
the Captain pretends to be very bufie, and fends 
one along with him to the water hide, where the 
Boat lies; and having not hands fufficient ro car- 
ry her oft, he defires him to help, and atthe ſame 
time givesa ſeeming charge to the Coxon, to tell 
the Lieutenant to let him come aſhoar again with 
the Boat for his Money, though the Coxon had a- 
nother private Order before to detain him. So that 
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when he is got once a board, he ſees no more Shoar 
nor Money. As for the way how the Corſair gets 
his Provifion in the Arches , being commonly little 
more than bread : He makes the Greeks bring him 
the ſame from Iſland to Ifland at his own a 
and they muſt do it, though they have none lett for 
themſelves; and for ' other Provifion, he gets the 
ſame out of Prizes, as he does alſo his Rigging and 
Cables : And towards Winter, when he has a mind 
to lieup, then he brings a Prize in with him, Ca- 
xeens his Ship, and rips up the Prize to Repair her; 
ſo that if an old Ship comes into the Arches, and 
ſtays out twenty year, ſhe is a far better Ship when 
e goes home, then when ſhe went out : And for 
their powder, they get it from French Merchant: 

Menat Me/o, or elſe from the Venetian Armado. 
- Next ſhall fay ſomewhat concerning the Winter-

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before Day, and hide the Fe/eucca in a hole, and go

The Caravel was Commanded by Fobn Vecho, ha- 
ving- Portugueſe Colours, 12 Guns, 8 Patereroes , 
109 Men, and had been our 19 Years. This laſt is 
a Corſicane too. 

The Madona of Mount Negroa, was Commanded 
by CaptaiwFranciſcrne, a Native of Corſica, having 
Livorneze Colours, 16 Guns, 10 Patereroes, 160 
Men ; and had been out four Years and a half. 

St. Berbara was Commanded by Antony Sar 
Provenſal,and had French owners, he carryed Vene- 
tian Colours, 24 Guns, 12: Patereroes, 200 Men, 
and had been out eight Years. 

Here were moreover three Malteſe, but they 
dare not ſtay- ont above five years; fo that I cannot

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The tnanner of Puniſhing Perſonsfor petty Cri 
vis. for ſtaying or going alhore without leav 
returning again of their own accord, £74. is as follows, 
They are brought before the Capſtane, and ſeized 
faſt with a Crow of Iron at their Heels.

You muſt note, I would have put it in praQtice 
ſooner than I did, but I had all the while a little 
Dutch Boy in my Company, that came out of 
England with me in the Arcana Galley, and my 
Reſolution was to have liy'd and dy'd there, had I 
not got the Boy away as well as my ſelf; Whichat 
laſt I did eftettat Noon-day. For lying at Anteparis 
with a Prize, I got aſhoar, and-lighting on a ſmall 
Greek Boat, I made him carry me to Me/o, where 
I could be ſafe; but there not being able to ſubſiſt 
without Money, I ſet on a new Project, and havi 
got another ſmall Boat for our ſelves, I was reſoly' 
to fail for Smyrna : Bur herein] was truſtrated again, 
* for under Cherfo, meeting with five half Galleys 
belonging to Srancu, it appeared worle and —_

for us: For now we thought we ſhould be fold to 
Matſa Mama at Rhodes, yet it fell out better than 
we expetted, the Turks proving to be very ki 
never fettered us: So we went for Samos, from 
whence having been now five Daysin their Cuſtody, 
I, with the Boy on my Back, committed my {lf to 
the Mercy of the Sea in the Night and got aſhore. 
But there being many of the Taorks, I was afraid to 
ſtir, and ſo lay in the Crevilles of a Rock 6 Days 
and Nights together, not daring to move, for fear 
of being retaken ; and all the Suſtenance we had 
there, was three Dew Snails,and ſome Roots of wild 
Weeds. But at length we ſaw the halt Galleys go 
away, though by this time the Youngſter was al- 
moſt dead, and my ſelf lirtle better : However, I 
could ſtand and go a lirtle, but the Boy was not 
able to budge. We were remote from any Vill 
yetT would fain have carried the Lad to that which 
was next, but we fell ſometimes both 4 1 ; 
then I dragg'd him a little way, but was 1o faint 
that I was quickly forc'd to reſt my ſelf. Yer art 
length- meeting with a poor Greek, with one Aſs 
laden with Wood, and another unladen ; afrer ha- 
ving ſome Diſcourſe with him, (telling him who 
we were, and how we came thirher) he took pitty 
on us, and put the Boy upon one Aſs, and Me on 
the other, leaving his Wood behind him, and 
brought us to the Monaſtery at Samos. There for 
12 Days the Friars took great care of us, and 
ſaw us ſafely ſent for Smyrna, by a French ſhip: 
Where, God be thanked, I thought my ſelf in Para- 
diſe to be ar Liberty; which I pray God JS nom 
to every Man, and more ww bo a Deliverance 
out of a Crufal. 

Being ſafely arrived at Smyrna, 1 could get never 
a Voyage, ſave with the French, with whom I re- 
fuſed to embarque, but waited with Patience, till at 
laſt I obtained the Favour of a Paſſage with a Ve- 
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netian Merchant-Man, that lay here with Aragon 
Colours, which they are free to Trade with, and 
was bound for Leghorn, wherein we failed from 
Smyrna, Decemb. 26. 1693. and arriv'd at Legborn, 
March the 19th Ditto, being almoſt three Months 
on our Paſſage, and were put back to one hole or 
another 19 &imes ;z and that added much to my 
Experience on the Coaſt of Morea ; which is call'd 
by the Inhabitants the Kingdom of Morea. This 
within this 13 Years was wholly Inhabited, Gover- 
ned, and Poflefſed by the Turks; but all is now 
Conquered by the Venetians, Governed by them, 
and alnhabited with Greeks and Albanezes : The 
chiefeſt of whoſe Towns and Fortifications are as 
follows, viz. Caſtle Nova, St. Maura, Caſtle Tur- 
neze, Corinth, Old and New Navarine, Modon, Co- 
ron, Napoli di Matvaſia, Napoli di Romania, where 
all the Venetian Armado is kept, and where the 
Camp Rendezvouſes,when drawn up. 

The City of Argos is at the Head of Napoli di Ro- 
mania Bay, ſtanding on a High Hill, but now ir is 
all level with the Ground, only one old Church is 
ſtanding till, for. a Memorial of what - the Place 
has been, 

Being now got to Leghorn with the foreſaid Ve- 
netian, I there disbarqued, and having wrought 
13 Months more for Experience, I ſhipp'd my felt 
on Board Captain George Littlefare, Commander 
of the good Ship the Go/dex Fortune, bound for Smir- 
na, wherein we failed from Leghorn, Zune 20.1694. 
in Company with Capt. Herxry Mart of Briſto/,who 
was bound for Galipo/r, in the good Ship the Leo- 
= and at Mena parted ; where we made a 

for two or three Days and Nights, and then 
failed away, having a quick Paſlage as high as Na- 
gol di Romania, and the Wind overblowing N. N. E. 
e put into that Port, where we found the Vene- 


tian Armado, was a fitting out for ſome Expedition, 
and 
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ind bound to the Eaſtward. We tarried here till 
they filed and put out with them, which conſiſted 
of 22 Men of War, ,23 Venetian Gallies, 7 Mal- 
teze Gallies, 5 Popes Gallies, 6 Venetian Galliaſſes, 
and 12 half Gallies and Brigantines,2 Bomb Ketches, 
Merchant Ships with Proviſions, Soldiers, 
orſes,and other Lumber, as Field-Pieces, &c. 


When we got among the Ifles, the Wind took us 
' Eifhort, and we all put in for Feymra or Fermnea, and 
 Efhaying a Slatch, we weighed from hence again, and 

went for Andrea, all Hands aloft. There we an- 
hored and ſtaid ten days. From thence we failed 
for Tino, and having lain at that Place ten Days, 
there came a Greek Boat on board of us ; which 
ordered by Conſul Raye of Smyrnatrom Scio to 
ome in ſearch for us, having Letters to inform us, 
how all things went, and that there was a Fr. Man 
of 36 Guns cruiſed for us, between Cape Ca/aberno 
and $co, and that therefore we ſhould continue with 
he Armado, till farther Orders, which wegid. This 
reek Meſſenger ask'd our Captain, where the Ve- 
netian Fleer was going, but we anſwered him, we 
ould not tell, though we thought for N egroponr. 
From us he went on board the Captain General, 
and informed him, That the Turks were all =_ 


from Scio to Negropont to fortihe it, as ſuſpecting 
the Venetians coming thither. Whereupon this be- 
ing Sunday, Auguſt 27. 1694. on Monday Mor- 
ning we weighed the whole Fleet, _ little 
Wind, and kept all our Sails furled, fo that the 
IGeneral commanded a Galley to tow each Ship, 
and we bore -away for Scto. 

Now the reaſon of our Towing was to keep 
our ſelves furled that we mighr not be diſcove- 
red from Scio, the ſame being from To but

have deſtroyed” them every Ship : But ſome 3 or 4 
Months after, the Fleets fought and the Venetians 
had two Flags ſunk, beſides a private Ship of 60 
Guns : But how ſucceſsful ſoever the Conqueſt of 
this Iſland proved now to the Venetians, they loſt ir 
again in February following, and left 700 Slaves 
alhore, and a Ship in the Mould of 700 Tuns, laden 
with Ammunition, Field-Pieces, Bombs, &c. But I 
being then at Smirna, ſaw it not, and therefore can 
give no exaRt Account how it was ated,

Zant is Inhabited alſoby Greeks, which in their 
Language is called Zakitho : It produces the ſame 
Commodities as the other, but in greater abundance, 
the Government is wholly Venetian, the Ifle is ſome- 
what higher, but has a broad Road, for it lies open 
trom the E. N. E. to the S. E. where you may ride 
in 18, 15, 12, 20, $,7, Fathom Sandy Ground. 
There is a ſtrong Fortification on a Hill over the 
Town, which is 4 good Mark to Sail by into the 
Road by Day, bur by Night you have a light kept 
on the Tower of St. Nicho/as Church : Note, that 
coming from the Eaſtward at the Entrance of the 

Bbb 3 Channel, 


C felon is Inhabited by Greeks, under the 
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Channel between the Iſle, and the Mores on the 
Ifland fide is foul Ground, together with two ſmall 
I{lands, but the Channel is wide enough, and the 
N. VV. going out, is allclear. 

Stamphane lies about $ Leagues S. E. from. Zqr, 
being very low, and foul ground all round a 
for 4 Mile diſtance : It produces nothing but a little 
Barley, which ſaftains a few Greek Hermits' that 
live on it, in aa old Monaſtery which is built. as it 
were, for a Sea-mark, to ſhew you the Iſle. 

Prodonalis is a ſimal uninhabited If@nd,diftant from 
Zant 15 Leagues, and cloſe Aboard the Morea, but 
there you may Ride very Commodiouſly, havin 
the Wind any where between the N. VV. and 'S. W 
in 22, 20, 18, 15, 12, and 10. Fat, clear Ground. 

Sapienza is 4 common Name _ Tlands, which 
lie off the Cape of —— do & Circum 
vent the Cape-land on the main of Morea, that it 
is ſeldom or never ſeen at Sea; therefore thok 
Wands are the more Remarkable; Between : theſe 
and the Main, you may Anchor m'19,12,15, 18,20, 
22, 25, and 2$ Fathom ſandy Ground, wheze: there 
arc three Out-lets, all bold to; one to the W 
another to the S. VV. and the third to S. E. Within 
thoſe Hes on the Main, ſtands the Town of Adodon ; 
and from the Town to the Eaſtward, about a large 

Mile's diſtance, ir's very' ſhoaly : 'Here alſo ftands 
a lirtle Iſland, which although {0 fmall in” it ſelf, 

yet was the fatal Overthrow of the Txr&s: For th: 

Venetians planted here their Mortars, and ſo took 

the Town with the more eaſe. When you would 

go through before' the Town of Modox, being 
bound to the Weſtward, keep as near the middle 

Channel as you can; for there is a large riff of

Venetica is 2 ſmall Iſland, at a Leagues diſtance 
from Sapienza , and has no Road nor Inhabi- 
rants. 
Carauilies lies about 7 Miles from Sapienza in Co- 
ron Bay, without Road or Inhabitants likewiſe. 
Coron is a Town on the main Land of the Morea, 
diſtant from Modorn 14 Miles ; there is an indiffe- 
rent Road for all VVinds, except the S.E. The 
Natives call it S:roke. It was taken by the Veneti- 
ans from the Turks, and is (till Inhabited by Greeks, 
Albanezes, &c. but the Government is Venetian. 
Chorvi or Cerviijs an uninhabired Ifland,yet there's 
ſome Cattle and Horſes upon ir; on the North 
fide ſtands three ſmall Ifles : As you come from the 
Weſtward, and, meet with contrary Winds, you 
may ride here ſafe, having thoſe ſmall Iſlands on 
the N.E. of you, and the Ifle Cervz E. S, E. Fear not 
the ſhoar, but ſtand in 13.or 10 Fathom Water, 
and you may ride ſecure; but if you are fearful, 
and Anchor in 16 or 20 Fat. Water, your Anchors 
will not hold, For it is Rocky to the. Eaſtward of 
Cervi : Between it and Cape Angelo, you have a 
large Bay, called Varico, at the entrance whereof 
ou have 40 Fat. Now you may run into this Bay 
in the Night-time, for on the main Land there ſtands 
an old Monaſtery, and commonly in or abour ir, 
there is always a Lighrawhich bears N.VV.from you; 
but when you are abour 2 Miles in, then N, VV. by 
VV. when you may run as near the ſhoar as you 
run. for there is no danger : Theſe marks are but 
onies , the ſhoar being bold to, all round, fo 
that you may Anchor from 4o Fat. to 10 gradually, 
and in leſs it you pleaſe, for there is room enough 
fora 1900 Ships : But take notice, that in the Gut 
where the {land is divided from the Main, there is 
but 3 foot Water at moſt. You may lie ſate here, 
and can get VVood and VVater coſt free, for there 
are only $ or 10 Families of poor Greeks that live 
here and there about the Monaſtery. Serigo

Serigo makes one entrance into the Arches, the 
Channel lies between it and Cape Angelo, and is 
about $ Miles wide. The Inhabitants are Greeks 
chiefly, only there is a ſmall Fort which ſtands over 
| the Haven St, Nicho/az,Garriſoned by a ragged crew 
of Venetian Soldiers, with their ec. The 
omg of this Fort, conſiſts only of $ Saker Guns, 
and the ſame ſtands on ſuch a Precipice, that it can 
no way hurt any thing in the Harbor ; The poor 
Inhabitants are Tributary to the Venetians and 
Turks, and the Iſle is very Barren, only it produ- 
ces juſt as much Corn, VVine and Oyl, as will 
Subfiſt *em.The beſt Road on this Iſland, js St.Helena, 
and that is but a bad one; for you can only ſtay 
here when the wind is between the E. and the No. 
The Haven St. Nicolas, ſtands on the N. E. end of 
the INand, and here cannot lie aboye 4 or 5 Ships. 
That which makes this a Harbor, is only three ſmall 
Craggy Rocks or Iſles, which lie before the Creek, 
diſt. a Mile, bearing E. S. E. and are called Drago- 
neers, Which you may ſee plain enough appearing 
there, as you have the Channel open. 

Tre Forca, Bella Pola, Caravi and Cidera, are 
{mall Iſlands, ſome of which lie under the Morea, 
but others half Channel over, between Melo and 
the Morea , they arc not Inhabited, and are with- 
our any Road,yer there is no danger,but you may in 
fair weather lay your Broad-ſide ro them, they are 
ſo ſteep. 

The Specres are three ſmall Tflands, which lie be- 
tween the Gulf of Napo/: di Romania, being about 
3 Leagues within the Gulf, and are inhabited by 
Greeks and Athanezes, but under the Venetian Go- 
yernment ; You may Anchor here under theſe Ifles, 
or any where elſe in the Gulf, it being bold there 
all round. There are ſeveral other Ifles in this Bay, 
all above water and bold , but it is needleſs tode- 
ſcribe them ſeverally. At the head of this ys © or 
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Bay, ſtands the Town of Napoli di Romania, and 
the Ancient City of Argos, which the Venetian have 
won from the Tzrks ; but I ſhall treat of thismore 
at large hereafter. | 
Melo is Inhabited chiefly by Greeks, who are 
Tributary to the Venetians and Turks: This Ile is 
reaſonably fruitful and large, its ProduQ& is equal . 
with the other Iſles, the ſame Conſiſting in Wines , 
Oyl, Corn, Figs in abundance, Ec. It was repreſen- 
ted to me to be a very Rich place, and I have ob- 
ſerved, that the People go more Modiſh , than 
any other Inhabitants in the other inferior Iſles. Ne- 
vertheleſs itis a place of great Rendevouz for Cru- 
fals, and thither they bring their Prizes, which cau- 
ſes a confiderable Trade. Hither Reſort a great 
many of Monheur 7ar Fy Flops uerouts, who 
come from Marſeilles, la Ceuta and Martega in 
Provence, and ſet up themſelves among the poor ig- 
norant Greeks, For de Great Merchant begar, and 
in the mean time the Merchant is run away with 
the Veſlel, and de Merchan, de nife.zde Siſeu, de come, 
de neile, and toutes autre Choſe de Merchandiz. 
This Iſland is very remarkable, being known at Sea 
for that near the middle of ir, there are two ſmall 
Mountains that overlook the land, and they ap- 
r like two Teats. Now here is an excellent 
rbor, that lies in S. E. by E. the entrance is bold , 
and one Mile 4 over on your Larboard fide; as you 
goin there are two little Rocks ,to which you muſt 
give- a ſmall Birth, and then run in, "when you 
may come to what depth of water youpleaſe: For 
off of the white Point, which you will ſte on your 
Larboard fide, is 3o and 25 Fat. Water, and inthe 


- Arm that extends away from the white Point, you 


have from 25 to 4 Far. gradually, where you are 
Land-locked, and have Ouſey Ground. Now if you 
run right in on your Starboard fide, you have the

Antemelo is a ſmall high Iſland, lying right be- 
fore the Harbours path Sand is as good a Mark at 
Sea, asany on the Iſland it ſelf, it being of ſuch a 
vaſt height, and is bold all round , ithas no Inha- 
bitants nor Road. About a Mile from it, lies 2 ſmall 
Iſles /E. by N. that are alſo bold , and. without 
-— but have no Road, nor Inhabitants nei- 


Argentera is Inhabited chiefly by Greeks, who 
are Tributary to the Venetians and Turks, and my 
Cruſal Friend has his Rendevouz here, as he _ 

; and Mon/ieurBegar, has his ſhare in this Iſland 
likewiſe. In ſhort, it is very like unto Melo in all 
reſpetts: Here you run in between Melo and Argen- 
tera,” through a Channel where you may Anchor 
ih the Road called Polonia, in 16, 14, and 20, Fa- 
thom Water ; and under Argentera Town, you lie ' 
in 12 or 10 Fat.at your owndiſcretton more or leſs ; 
But you are to remember, that on both theſe Iſlands 
there is bad VVarer, and hard to come at. 

vt. George, and the Ifle of Bruſado , are two 
{mall Hands in the above ſaid Channel, being but 
thinly Inhabited by Greeks, only on St. George, 
there are ſome Fryars who have built a delicate Mo- 
naſtery there, Dedicated to that Saintz and where 
alto they have ſeyeral curious Gardens. To n—_— 
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theſe Iflands are bold all round, and there is not 
the leaſt nigh them: The Inhabitants are al- 
ſo Tributary to the Venetians and Turks, 

C—_ is Inhabited by Greeks chiefly, who 
pay Tribute to the Venetrans and Turks, it produ- 
ceth Wine, Oyl, &c. Here the Inhabitantsare more 
Civilized, than on the other liles, not intermedling 
with the Crafals, RY live on theirLabour :

in your Ship without any , it being all 
{tee dats, but here is no VVatering. > 

r/o is Inhabited chiefly by Greeks, who are 
Tri to the Venetians and Turks both, it pro- 
duces Wine, Oyl, &c. On the S. W. fide of this 
Ifland is a very Harbor, which is beſt diſco- 
vered, by a ſmall high Iiland lying about a Mile 
Z half S. by W. from its Mouth : When ou ſee 
this, you may find the Harbor, otherwiſe it would 
puzzle a Stranger to come at its Entrance, bei 
narrow and high Land ; ſo that you muſt be juſt ax 
it,. before you can ſee it. Having it open, Steer in 
S. E. and leave another Creek on your Starboard 
fide; but it is not ſo Commodious, as this thatgoes

St. George de Arboras Sambarera, or the Car- 
dinals Hat 10 called, by reaſon it ſo well reſembles 
a Hat, lies diretly in your Channel, if you are 
bound through the Boaks of Seaor Andro; it being 

or 5 Leagues from you' E. N. E. Here are neither 
Tababitants nor Road, yet there isno danger, all be- 
ing ſteep and clean. 
' Sea is Inhabited chiefly by Greeks, who __ 
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butary to the Venetians and Turks, it produces 
VVine, Oyl, &:. and a 1000 /. of Silk is made on 
it yearly: Here is a good Harbor, which lies in the 
Boak made by Zea, and Long-Iſland or Macronezy. 
As you run through the Boak, you diſcover the Har- 
bor and Town, which ſtands on the fide of a high 


Hill, and over it ſeveral Wind-mills. On the Eaſt 
fide of the Harbour on a black Poi the Rocks, 
ſtands a Chapel ; and on the Welt tide on a little 


round Green Mountain, another diſt. from the Sea 
fide x quarter of a Mile. Now when you have the 
Harbour open, fear not its narrownefs, nor the ſhoar : 
For you have cloſe to the Rocks, - 30 Fathom, ſo 
that you may Steer in S. VV. by S. between the two 
Channels, as far as you pleaſe; when = are there 
once, you have roomenough ts chooſe your Birth, 
and here you have from 3o Fathom.,to 4 gradually. 
Macronezy orLongl/land lies on theLarboard fide of 
See, _ without Inhabitants, Roads or Harbour, fre- 
ted by none but Greeks in their Boats. On the 
ſt-end of this-Ifle lies a funk Rock diſtant from 
the ſhoar two Miles. 

Fermina or Fermia is inhabited by Greeks, who 
are tributary to the Venetians and Turks. It produces 
Wine, Oyl, Corn, &:c. and abundance of fair Wo- 
men : To this Ifle belongs two Commodious Har- 
bours, the one on the South ſide, where may ride 
100 Ships; but if you will come to an Anchor 
here, ina gale of Wind, eſpecially if, the Wind be 
between the N. E. and W. N. W. You muſt not be 
afraid to come near the Shore, for the Water is 
deep and hilly Ground, but Anchor you in 12, 14 
or 16 Fathom, and you- may lie fate. Here it is 
broad enough to turn in or out, and there is 
Watering: On the Eaſt fide lieth the Haven of St. 
Tiurine, which has but a narrow Entrance, yet bold 
to, and no danger ; within you are Landlocked and 
tree from the Weather : Here is bad Water and 
hard to come at; and you may have from 18. Fa- 
thom Water. to 4. Fora

Fora or Jura isa ſmall ſcraggy Mand, but 
all round, yet without danger : It yethexaBly befbes 
the ſmall between Andro and Tino, and has 
no Inhabitants nor Road : - But in fair Weather if you 
go on ſhoar with ſmall Arms, you may kill Goats 
without Moleſtation. 

Sera is inhabited chiefly by Greeks, and theſe pa 
tribute to the Venetians and Turks. It producet 
Cor, Wine, 'E7c. The Inhabitants differ from the 
other Iſles in Profefion, for theſe profeſs the Do- 
Arine of the Church of Rome ;, and the adjacent 
Iſles that of the Greek Church, and are under the 
Patriarch of Conſtantinople, wherein there is a great 
Difference , for the one believes the Pope to bethe 
Head and Supream of the Chriſtian Church and 
the other demes ir; the one will have Purgatory, 
the other none, £c. They havea Biſhop ſentthem 
from Rome, who has for his uſe a delicate ſmall 
Church, Dedicated to St. George, which ſtands as 
you enter into the Harbor (__ the Town of A/- 
perone ) on a high Hill N. VV. Stear right away 
with it, and run as far in as you think fir. This 
Harbor is made by three ſmall Iflands that lie on 
the S. E. fide of Sera, which makes ita yp An 
Harbor, with two Out-lets, one to the N. W. the 
other to the E. S. E. but here is bad VVartering, 

The Di/es are 3 ſmall uninhabited Iflands,but you 
may anchor *twixr 'em in 10,8,6,4.Fat. ſandyGround, 
where there is an outlet to the.N,N.W.and onetothe 
S. S. E. Here is no Water to be had. 

Micona is inhabited chiefly by Greeks, who are 
Tributary to the Vexetians and Turks , itproduceth 
Wine, Oyl, &c. this Ile makes a fair Boak or Chan- 
nel between ir and Tino, from whence it is called 
the Boak of Tino. There is a Town in a ſmall Ba 
that faces the Boak , where you may Anchor wi 


the Wind between the South and the Weſt, in caſe 


of neceſſity, but 5 Miles S. W. from the —_ 
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good Harbor facing the Diller, Here is bad Water- 


mf ino is Inhabited by Greeks, but Governed by the 
Venetians, to whom alone they are Tributary. 
In this Iſle there is a ftrong Fort, di wholly 
out of a Rock; and removed from the Sea 5 Miles, 
and at about z Leagues diſtance appears as in the 
Map. The Mills alſo, which are a great many,ap- 
=_ to. you in Hazy Weather, like a Troop of 
en. This Iſland produces Wine, Oyl, Corn, &c. 
and ſome quantity of Silk. Here is 22 ſmall Towns 
upon it, and they have a Chamber of a Paterero 
every halt Mile round the Iſle ; that if the Turks 
ſhould dare to Land, the place is immediately a- 
larmed : The _— of the Road is a great incon- 
veni to the , eſpeciall 
Lens end between the N. and E. N.E. for they 
cannot ride for the flaws that deſcend from theHills. 
If you would Anchor here, and ſee the Forr, Steer 
direQt for it: When from the Sea you diſcover a 
{mall Town and Fort thar's foreſquare, with four 
Guns in'it, run you three Cables length oft the ſhoar, 
and one Mile al the ſhoar from the Fort, Steer- 
ing S. E. then ler fall your Anchor 25, 20, 16, 14, 
12, 10. Fathom white ſandy Ground, but there is 
no watering here. 
Andrea or Andros, is chiefly inhabited by Greeks, 
who are Tributary to the Venetans and Tarke, Ic 
uces Corn, Wine, Oyl, Ec. and Silk in a confi 
erable quantity: Between this place and Tino is 
the Boak or Channel, called the little Boak, which 
is ſaid to be dangerous ; but I thank God I ConduQ- 
ed the Farm a Dutch Ship of good Countenance iu a 
Storm, only with - a Fore-ſail through ; and I dare 
undertake ir at any time, for Steer as near the mid- 
dle Channelas you can. If you are coming to the 
Weſtward, keep the Weſt Point of Zura, ſhot in

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no danger. In like manner, as you go to the Eaſt- 
ward, look aft and Steer through without fear. 
This Hland makes the great Boak of Ardro, the 
other fide being made by Negroport, or Cape Doro, 
which is the greateſt Thoro'-tare here abouts, becauſe 
of the breadth of it. There are on this fide two 
good Harbors, one lying on the Eaſt fide, and the 
other on the Welt, which is moſt frequented, where 
you ride between three ſmall Ifles, under the 
great one without any Wind , in 3o, 25, 20, 18, 
16, 12, 10, Fathom ſandy Ground; and on each of 
theſe ſmall Ifles, there are ſtore of Pidgeons, and

You are to take notice, that under cape Doro to 
the Weſtward lie 2 Iſles, cloſe under the ſhoar, but 
it is bold enough any where cloſe to the ſhoar. 
Now I am here, F ſhall look into the Gulf of Arhbers, 
as far as I have been, and proceed through the Boak 
of Andros. I have Anchored under an I in the 
Bay of Arhens, called the Ifle of Rocks, but can 
give no account of the Town of Arhens, having 
not ſet foot on ſhoar. At the entrance of the Gylt 
there is another Iſland on the Eaſt fide, Named the 
lile Franceſe, and it makes a brave Bay, where 
doubtleſs there is good Riding. 

Calojera, which in Engliſh henifies Hermit, is a 
Rock that ſtandsup in the Sea, Remote from any 
other Land, and has that Name very properly At- 
tributed to it : It lies diſtant from Andros 7 Leagues, 
bearing E. by N. and about 3 Leagues oft, appears 
as in the Map. Iris foul 5 a Mile of S. E. and a 
quarter of a Mile all round. 

Ipſera is diſtant from Andros 15: Leagues at N. Eg 
It is chiefly inhabited by Greeks, and a few Turks, 
but they all pay Tribute to the Venerians and Turks.

are as fair as any in the World. Ir's to be obſer- 
ved, that there is a Thoroughtfare between the Main 
Land of Natalia, and this Iſle; on the S. W. end 
whereof in the Entrance, lies a ſmall Iſle, called 
Venetica , but is bold to , and without danger 
within ; whither when you are got,you may Anchor 
in 36, 30, 24, 18, Fathom ſandy Ground , and when 
youare ſet oppolite with the Town, you may ride 
in 18, 16, 14,12, 10, or in 7 Fathom Land-lock- 
ed and clear ſandy Ground. Within there is a kind 
of a Peer under the Cittadel, where lye Galley's, Sa- 
rees, and other ſmall Craft, and with Care you may 
go in with a great Ship. For in the Entrance be- 
tween the two Lanthorns; one on your Starboard 
fide at the end or head of the Pear, and the other 
. on your Larboard fide on an Artificial Bank , you 
have 20 Foot Water, and farther in more, to 24 
Foot. Here I have ſen the Admiral of 'Tznzs lie 
with 54 Guns Mounted, you lie betwixt fours, v:z.

ſuch as Robarbara, Scamonie, Opium, Ec. 
live here very peaceably together, conſidering 

the ſeveral Nations there is of them. and Diverh 
of Opinions among them. Bur to proceed, I ſhall

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ſay ſorawhat firft of. the Town, and then ofthe Port 

apd Bay. This Town is very Antient, it was one of 
| the ſeven famous Churches of A/ze, over which 
Nandsa large and curious Caſtle on a ſharp Hill, 
whezein there is but one Gun. Here are Vaults un- 
der Ground, that will contain 1000 Men, and are 
built with Arch-work. ExaQly before the Gate of 
this Caſtle,(tands a, Tree about 3 foot Diameter, and 
his Body about $ foot high, which is called the 
Maiden-Tree. It has no Pirh, and every year bears 
ditterent Leaves : There are ſeveral frivolous Stories 
concerning this Tree, and ſo incredible, that they are 
not worth penning: On the ſame Hill ſtands an old 
ruinated Building , wherein the Greeks affirm, 
St. 7obn the Divine to have Preached. The 
Town is very Populous ( but the Streets narrow ) 
wherein there is 22 Turkiſh -Mosks or Churches: 
One Dutch Church, one Engli/h, three French, 2 V:- 
netian, with ſeveral Greeks Churches, and Zervs 
Synagogues: Here ſtands likewiſe an old inſignificant 
Caſtle, with two Guns in't, beſides which, here 1s 
nothing elſe Remarkable. The Bay and Harbour of 
5211/14 is very bold, but in coming in, you mult keep 
to the ſhoar,aboard on the Starboard fide; for on the 
Larboard it is ſhoal, but rhe Channel wide enough 
tor a Fleer to turn to Windward: VVithin Cape 
Ca/aberno about 8 Leagues, lyes the Iſland of Or/an, 
or the Eng/1/h Iſle, Long and Patridge I/lands, which 
are uninhabired,but you may Anchor without them, 
In 35, 30, 25, Fathom Ouley Ground, and within 
them, (v:z.) ro the Southward between them and the 
Main Land, in 20, 18,.12 Fathom -Ouſey Ground : 
Now to the E. S. E.ofthem about 6 Leagues,ſtands 
Zacemeres Caſtle, which is ſeared on a low beachy 
Potnr,,.and Fortified with 20 Secar Iron Guns, and 
2 Brais ones, that are of ſo great a Bore, that | 
have been one of the three Men, that have lain in 
them. They load them with looſe Powder,go with 
Cham-

Chambers, and they fire them with Stone-ſhot, they 
being about 18 footlong : the Caftle is kept by the 
Governor, a poor, weak, ignorant Turk, and a drun- 
ken Mahometan Gunner, both which I had acquain 
tance with,and ſaw all their Force. Our Eng/1/þ Fri» 
gats lie about two Miles without this Caſtle, that 
are to Convoy the Merchants Ships that lie before 
the Town Loading , and by their Order, they muſt 
not come within it : They ride in 10,12,14,16,19S, 
Fathom Ouſey Ground. Now as you run in by the 
Caſtle, to get into the Harbor, keep from the Ca- 
{tle about a Muſquet Shot, abreaſt of which you 
will have fix Fathom Water. And when you- have 
the Caſtle without you, you will have 9 Fathom 
all the way up; and you mult keep the Starboard 
ſhoar on board, only you are to give E:/ſpers-Noſe, 
a Birth, which is eafily known, it being the long 
neck ofa Beach, which runs three quarters of a Mile 
out, with two thatcht Hovels or Cottages on it ; and 
when you aregota Cable and a halt's length from 
the Town, ler tall your Anchor in b; 6, 0r 7 Fathom, 
and Moor your Ship N. E. and S. W. Here is a Cove 
or Mold where Galleys or ſmall Craft lie, bur 
there is no more than 7 or $8 foor Wates here, and 
the Galleys are forced ro lighten. 

Eſpalmadores are four ſmall Iflands that lie in-the 
Gur, between the Cape Land of Ca/aberno, and the 
Iſle of X7o. You have rwo fair Boaks or Channels 
between them and the main Land, the one ſteep 
and between, them and Ao, another all Clear and 
ſteep, and you may take notice, that between them is 
a Harbour, where may lie a large Fleet in 2 good 
depth of Water. I have ſeen the Grand Turks 
whole Fleet here, and fixteenSail of Barbary Ships : 
you lie Land-locked, however they have no Inhabi- 
rants nor Water but near Ao, within about fix

Samos is inhabited by Greeks and 2 very few 
Turks, who pay all tribute to the Venerians and 
Turks. It produces Wine, Qyl, Corn, Honey, &c. 
Here there 1s ſtill ſtanding one Pillar of the Sera- 
glio of Kantbus, &c. "Tis about 13 Foot from the 
Ground, and compoſed of white Stones, made round 
like a Milſtone,and laid one on another, being about 
9 Foot over. Here is 11 more of them, but they 
joe fallen almoſt even with the Ground, yet not out 
ot tight, 

On the S. E. fide of this Ifland there's a delicate 
Bay,where yuu may ride with a great Fleet of Ships 
very commodioully, in 30,26,24,20,18,14, 12,10, 8. 
fathom, ſandy Ground, and all clezr, and you may 
turn out or in with any Wind, Heie is alſo good 
Water, and eafily gor. 

This Hand of Samos miakes two Boaks or Chan- 
nels, ro wit, the Great and the Small. The Great 
One is made by three uninhabired Ifles, named the 
Fiurnoes. They are very high and bold to, and he 
thar's well acquainted may ride under them, v2. be- 
tween them, with his Anchor in 5o Fathom, and 
ſheat-Cable faſt on the Rocks. I have lain there 
ſeveral time my ſelf, with hard Seorms. They 
ſtand N, W. from Samos 7 Mile. And the Small 
Boak or Channel of Samos, .is between it and the 
Main-Land of Natoha; the ſame being narrow, but 
{teep. About the third of the Channel through, as 
you come from the Weſtward, lies a ſmall low 
rocky Iſland, and cloſe to it you have. Twelve Fa- 
thom. 

Necaria is inhabited by Greeks, who pay tribute 
to the Venetiuns and Turks : The Inhabitans are very 
poor, becauſe the land is almoſt barren, having but 
one imall Town on it remote from the Sea. 

Here is likewiſe a wid; Road, where you may 
Anchor in 16 or 18 Fathom good Ground, but can 
be thelrered only when the Wind is from the W, © 
- the 
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the S. E. lying behind the S. E. Point of the Iſland. 
On the Cape ſtands an old ruinated Watch-Tower, 
formerly builr by the Geawe/e, when they inhabited 
Scio. ' Tis they had rwo Gallies here, 
but I never could diſcover where they could har- 
bour .them, or how they maintained them: The 
Place affords no Water neither. 

Sr. Fobn de Pattino, by the Greeks 10 called, but 
by us Patmos, ( where St. ZFobn the Divine wrote 
the Revelation) is inhabited by Greeks, who pay 
tribute to the Venertians and Twrks, and produces 
Wine, Oyl, Corn, Salt, £c. Here is a Road but not 

vented by Ships. 

this Ifland ſtands a famous Monaſtery on a 
high Hill over the Town, which is dedicated by 
the Greeks to St. Zohan the Divine. In this Mona- 

is a Stone-Tomb, caſed within with Wainſcor, 
and lined with black Cloath, wherein lies the Body 
of a Man fair and found, affirmed by the 
Inhabitanes1o be the very Body of St. John the Di- 
vine z ard *tis certain it has lain there many hun- 
dred Years. This I can aflure, rhat rhe Body is as 
firm as any living Mans, and not the leaſt fign of 
PutrefaQtion upon it z and that at the ſame time, it 
is no ways embalmed. * Several Englith Men have 
told me, that they had ſeen ir ten years before my 
artival there ; and therefore there is ſomething of 
Truth in it. 

Samo Pola is a very ſmall Ifland, diſtant from S4- 
mos 4 Miles, and without Inhabitants or Road, but 
bold to, very high yet no danger. 

Lero is inhabited by Greeks, and ſome number of 
Turks, who are the others Maſters. It produces 
Wine, Oyl, Corn, &:. wherein on the. E. end, on 
an high Hill, ſtands the Town and a ſmall Fort, ha- 
ving in it fox Minion Guns, but inſignificant to op- 
poſe an Enemy, for they pay tribute to the Venerians 
and Turks, er the Town there is an indifterent 

Ccc4 good 
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good Road, but not much frequented, and without 
good Watering, 

Morgo is inhabited by Greeks,but tributary to the 
Venetmns and Turks ; and has the ordinary Pro- 
duQ& of Oyl, Corn, Wine,' &c. In this Place 
they have a Madone or Lady Saint : Which, is an 
Image the Greeks very much adore : Praying unto 
her (they ſay) curesthem of Diſeaſes and delivers 
them from Plagues, Contagions, Ec. 

On the Welt fide of this Iſland there is a good 
Harbour ; and as you run along this fide, you will 
ſee it open very fair and bold ; and if you have oc- 
cafion to enter, ſteer in E. N. E. for there isno dan- 
ger, it being bold to on both fides, and room enough 
to birth as you pleaſe. When yon are gotten in,you 
will find but bad Watering, and little Provifion for 
the Sea. 

The Iſles of Raca/:a are a Knot of ſmall Iflinds, 
on the N. W. fide of Morgo, inhabited by a few 
Shepherds, who have in their Charge ſome few 
Sheep and Goats, dedicated to the Image of Morgo, 
and fold to beautitie the Cave in which the lies. 
Here it is bold to, and you 'may Anchor between 
them. 

Carmina is inhabited. by Greeks, and here and 
there a tew 1zrks ; they pay tribute to the Vene. 
trans and Turks , and what's more ſirange, is the 
Grecians being more Inhumane than the Turk 
themſelves here, their whole Commerce being with 
Banditoes and Pirates, as they are moſtly ſo them- 
ſelves. | 

This Ifland produceth Wine, Corn, Oyl, £7. but 
they keep it themlclves, it being bur little fre- 
quented. Here's a bad Road; but rake. care of going 
alhore, leſt you be knock'd on the Head. They have 
no Warer, 
+ Archbo are three ſmall Iflands,diſtant from Patmos 

abouc 10. Miles, $,S. E. and from Samos. S. SIR 
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diſtant 4 Leagnes. They are inhabited by ſome 
Greek Hermits, who keep many Goats that are de- 
dicated to St. Fobn at Patmos, and the Money they 
are ſold for, is wholly imployed in beautifying and 
adorning the Monaſtery there. 

You may ride within and between thoſe Iſlands 
very commodiouſly, and you have three Our-lets. 
But as you come in from the Eaſtward, on- your 
Starboard-fide, there is a ſmall Shole, which you 
muſt give room to ; and it's not amiſs here to keep 
the Lead. But the other Our-lets are bold" and 
within is a Creek at the Entrance, where you have 
16 Fathom, and fo fartherin, to 12 foot gradually , 
and here you may fave a Ship without Cable or An- 
chor. No Watering here. 

Calino, Cabarers, Baſhalſlands, Gadromſa, Lepeſo, 
and other ſmall Iles are uninhabited ; but they are 
all bold to without danger, tho' they have no Har- 
bour, except at Gadroniſa and Lepeſo, and they are 
only frequented by Cruſals to watch the Saicks to 
take them. 

Theſe Iſlands lye in the Channel, and trend away 
between the Main Land of Nato/a, viz. Cape Me- 
latſo; and on the other fide to the N. W. are theſe 
following inhabited Iſles, Parmos, Lero, Morgo, 
S$cto, Carmina, &c. 

Stanks or Il2 Longo is inhabited moſtly by Turks, 
well fortified and very plenteous of all things that 
are in thoſe Parts of the World, ro wit, of OyL Corn, 
Cotton, Honney, Lemons and Wine in abundance, 
it being ſold ar ſometimes of the Year, for 2 d. per 
Gallon. 

The Inhabitans of this Iſle are very healthful and 
ſtrong z and their greateſt Employment is in Priva- 
tecring, here being 7 half Gallies, each carrying 
zoo Men, 48 Oars, 4 Guns, and every Man 
Arms. They havealſo 5 Brigantines, each carrying 
70 Men, 28 Oars,s Patereroes, and {mall _— 
T9 . an, 
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Man. Theſe are Governed, Owned and Commanded 
chiefly by one Man ; who has his Commiſhon from 
the Grand Senior : And for Retaliation he gathers 
the Tribute of the Iſles Yearly, by which he is no 
Looſer, impoſing on Rich and Poor, what he pleaſes, 
and forces them topay : And in his Progreſs he takes 
many Chriſtian Slaves. 

This Iſland makes a fair Channel, between the Main- 
Land of Natolia and it. When you would Anchor 
here, you muſt ride on the Ifle-fide, in what oy you 
pleaſe from 18 to 7 Fathom, in ſandy clear Ground. 
As you come in from the Eaſt on your Starboard- 
ſide, there is a ſhoal Sandy Point yi. dſle, to 
which you muſt give a Birth. In the Town on this 
Hand, ſtands a Tree, the Branches of which 
will ſhade a Thouſand Men ; the ſame having 50 
Pillars of Wood and Stone to ſupport it. They pay 
no tribute to the Venetians , Here *twas that I Pt 
loted his Majeſty's Ship the G/oceſter, in the Year 
1696. 

Stampolia is inhabited by Greeks,who pay tribute 
to the Venetians and Turks. It produces Wine, 
Cor, Oyl, &. 

This Hand is much reſorted to by Cruſals, being 
convenient to Water at ; and here's good Bread, the 
Inhabitants having daily Commerce with the Con- 
' tinent. Here are five good Harbours , but that 
which is moſt frequented is under the Town, which 
ſtands on the S. E. fide of the Ifle, on a high Hill 
facing Longo or Stanku. 

Niſfera is inhabited by Greeks, who pay alſo tri- 
bute to the Venetians and Turks. It produceth 
Wine, Cotton, Corn, Ec. "Tis not much frequented 
with Shipping, the Road being but bad, and no 
Watering. 

Sr. Fohn de Cerm is a ſmall uninhabited Iſland, in 
length about four Miles, and breadth two and half. 
Here is a delicate Harbour, but vou muſt go very 
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near the ſhoaf, or elſe you cannot ſee the Entrance 
of it, the ſame being very high, and ſcarce a Piſtol 
Shot over. You no Ground at the Entrance, 
but within you have 30, 25, 20, 15 Fathom, ſandy 
nnd. 2 Harbour lies on the 5. W. fide of the 

Calce is inhabited by Greeks, who pay tribute to 
the Venetians and Turks. It produceth a little 
Wine, and Barley,. no Oyl, but Salt in great abun- 
dance.

This Iſland ſeems ro be a barren Rock, yer it pro- 
duceth Corn, Oyl, Wine in abundance, Honey, &.

Caſo is inhabited by Greeks and a few Turks,who 
pay tribute to the Venetians and Turks.

Here's tio oring for Ships, neither 
is it frequented by any. 


Nixiais a large Ifland, inhabited by Greeks, who

Anchoring for Ships, neither is it frequented by 
any. 


Paris is inhabited by Greeks, who pay tribute to 
the Venetians and Turks. Its Produtt is Wine, Oyl, 
Corn,Corron,£. It has four good Harbours,namely, 
St. Fobns, Nauſa, Marmara and Trio. 
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The firſt (7. e. St. Fobn ) is a Harbour, but 
difficulrgoing in. Here the lye up to Win- 
ter, by reaſon the Turks cannot come- at them, for 
at the Entrance of it, there is a great ſhole under 
Water ; and tho* the Crufals go thither every Year 
twice or thrice, yet they have always a Boat lies on 
the Shoal ; fo they go in and lie in 6,, 5 or 4 Fa- 
thom in Winter behind an old funk Mold, in 3 Fa- 
thom. 
Nauſa is a large Bay, having fome ſmall llands 
lying on the South of it, and ſomething dan- 
ous z but you have room enough to give them 2 
irth. You may anchor in the Bay any where, bur 
under the Capes St. Zobr and St. « is beſt, yer 
the Place where the Crufals lie, is under a ſmall lk 
at the Head of the Bay, having a ſmall Battery 
upon it, where the Cruſals in time of Careening 
plant their Guns. 
Marmara (the third Bay ) is only for ſmall Crafr. 
Trio ( the Fourth ) lies on the S. E. fide of the 
Iſland, before which are two ſmall lands, and the 
rounding of the Land makes it an excellent Road. 
To know it, you have the Monaſtery of St. _—_ 
to the N. E. about 5 Miles off on an high Hill - 
Here is very. good Water,that runs out of a River in- 
to the Sea , and berwixt this Iſle and Nzxis there's

Strongilo and Spitico are two ſmall uninhabited 
Iſlands, on the South end of Arnte-Paris, 4 Miles 
off, but there is depth of Water enough, and all 
clear Ground. 


Serigoto and Ova are two ſmall uninhabited Iſles ; 
the firſt being cloſe under the South tend of Serigo 
and high, but not dangerous ; the other  lyes be- 
tween Cape St. Jobn, on Candiaand Serge, and but 
low, and bearing into the Thorough-fare, ought to 
be look'r for. 


Candia (by the Inhabitants called Creer) is chiefly 
inhabired and governed by Tzrks,but there are many 
Greeks who live upon it alſo. The Venerians have 
fill ſome Places of Strength here, ſuch as Spins: 
Longo, Seuda,&c. 

The principal Garriſons of. the Turks, are, Canes, 
Candia and Carabuere, and the like.

The Haven of Spina-Longo is on the South Eaſt

' you lye ſafe from all VVinds, inag extraordinary 
good depth. 
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In the Fort all are Chriſtians, but on the Main

From hence there is much Oyl, Cheeſe, Wine, 
Hides, &c. ns for Foreign Parts Yearly. Ir 
lyes on the North tide. 

Candia is a ſtrong Town on the ſame fide, and 
has a great Trade. 

Carabuere is not on the Ifland of Candia, but ad- 


Jacent to it. In the Year 1691. it rebelled and was 


ſurrendred by the French to the Tarks, they being 
intruſted with the Chief Command there by the 
Venetians. - It isa ſtrong fortified Place, ml now 
in Poſſeſſion of the Tarks. 'Tisa bad Road, with 
the Wind at S. W. bur it is, ſcant of Provifions, ha- 
ving no more than what is brought from the Main 
Iſland of Candia,

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Aving now Curſorily gone through with the 
H Archipelago Wlands, I ſhall uſe my beſt 'En- 
deavours to deſcribe that of Cyprzs, and ſome re- 
markable Places on the Terra Errma of Caramania. 


Gyprus isinhabited and govern'd chiefly by Turks, 
but there are a gftat number of Greeks that live on 
it, and pay tribute to the 1 rs. 

The ProduR of this Iſland is Silk, Cotton, Wine, 
Oyl, Salt, &c. 'Tis a Place of great Trade, the Eng- 
lh, Dutch and French having a _—_ here. 

This Ifland is very large, and well ſtored with 
Proviſions, for our Fleet that comes from Scande- 
roon, waters and recruits here. 

The Name of the Principal City on this Iſle, is 
Ni:xia, which ſtands remote from the Sea ſome- 30 
Miles, being very populous, and by report well 
fortified. 

The chiefeſt Sea-Port for Trade is the Town of 
Salina, yet the Road is but indifferent, the ſame 
lying opento the S.S. E. The Town is defended by 
a ſmall Fort of Eight Guns, though inſignificant to 
defend it. 

This Place has been _ to Contagious Di- 
ſtem and when in the Year 1693. I was in the 
Road in a Crufal, our Boat was ſent on ſhoar,where 
they could find but one Greek Friar in the Town. 
The Inhabitants having all fied for fear. And they 
farther affirmed, that in the Space of three Months 
400co People had been cut off by the Plague. 

There is another Harbour on the South fide of this 
Ifland, call'd Famaguſta, the fame being a berter Har- 
bour than Salina, bur not ſo much frequented. Like- 
wiſe you may anchor under Cape Grego, diſtant from 
Salina \1x Leagues, and under Cape vr. Andrea, the 
Eaſtermoſt Cape on the Iſle ; and you have a very 


good 
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good Road, wii the Wind between the North 

eſt and the Eaſt, where you ride in 20, 16, 
14, 7 Fathom ſandy Ground. 

On this Cape in a little Cave lives a Greek Her- 
mir, that never eat any kind ' of Fleſh, and who 
affirms, that St. Andrew (the Apoltle) died there. 
He makes no Provifion of Food nor Rayment, 
only lives on what is given him by them thar 


now here. 

* ithin this Hermit's Cave there is a Well of 
6 WW Water, that has ſo much Vertue in it, that "twill 
SY Ko Diſeaſes. 

On the North fide of the Iſland are ſeveral Bays 
© WW and Roads for ſmall Craft, but that of the 
. 8 greateſt Note is named Fontans, the fame being 
5 WW guarded with a Fort, containing Four Guns. But 
© If io ſpight of the Twks the Cruſals get Wood, 
Water, and ſteal Cattle from hence. -

The reſt being in the Earth, I can give no fur- 
ther Account of it. 

On the Continent ſtands another old Caſtle, far 
bigger, yet more ruinous than this ; where there 
are Trees growing in it of 3o Foot high. Diſtant 
from this Place ſeven Leagues, there is a Spit of 
Sand, which runs off from the Main five Miles 
dry, and is known by the Name of Lingsa Bar- 
daſha, in Engliſh, The Whores Tongue : And, *tis 
ſaid, it came from this occaſion ; There was a cer- 
tain Woman living in Cyprus, who was Courted 
by 2 Gallant that dwelt on the Continent, to 
whom ſhe ſent word, If he would have her, he 
muſt fetch her by Land ; which was impoſſible to 
be done, there being no - Soundings berwixt the 
Iſle and the Main , nevertheleſs the poor doti 
Fellow began to make a Cauſey there, whereof 
that remains is this Spit of Sand, for a Memoran- 
dum ;z he ſoonafterdied. This Story I had from a 
Grecian Prieſt, that yas on Board of us. 


Porto Cavalier is on: the Main Land of Caramania, 
on the back of Cyprus, being a Bay, with an unin- 
habited Iſle, lying before it. - Here the Cruſals come 
to cargen, lying on the Ifland fidein 25,20, 15 Fat. 
with a Hawhier faſt on the Shoar. Here is no Wa-
